TOKYO, Oct. 15. (AP) — Japan 
passed into military -oblivion to- 
day. Its demobilization was com- 
pleted on schedule and for the 


first time in history these islands 
held no Japanese combat military 
force, either in fact or in name. 
The fighting force of soldiers and 
sailors *“at home and abroad had 
totaled 7,000,000. 

Japan's incubator of imperial- 
istic schemes since -1878, the im- 
perial general staff headquarters, 
was dissolved formally yesterday 
and the general staff went out of 
office today, in accord with Pots- 
dam declaration terms. 

The once powerful Army and 
Navy ministries continued to do 
business, but merely as “min- 
istries for demobilization.” 

MacArthur to Broadcast. 

Allied headquarters announced 
that Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
would broadcast to the United 
States at 8 a.m. tomorrow (5 p.m. 


today, St. Louis time) on “mili- 
tary phases of the occupation.” 

(All radio networks have ar- 
ranged to broadcast the address.) 

Only a few thousand Japanese 
soldiers and sailors remained in 
active service. Their job was to 
finish turning over equipment to 
the American occupation force, 
clear minefields and process serv- 
ice men returning from overseas. 

With the exit of the defeated, 
discredited warlords, Japanese po- 
litical leaders stepped onto the na- 
tional stage to put into effect a 
list of democratic principles pre- 
scribed by Allied headquarters. 

Domei news agency announced 
that an extraordinary five-day ses- 
sion of the Diet had been called to 
start Nov. 10 to consider future 
administrative policies. 

Prince Fumimaro Konoye, one 
of Emperor Hirohito’s close ad-

TOKYO, Oct, 15 (AP)—The use 
of live Allied prisoners of war as 
bayonet practice targets, while Al- 
lied officers were forced to look 
on, has been fully established, 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters announced today. 

The new record of atrocity was 
developed by the _ secret Allied 
Translation ai.d Interrogation Sec- 
tion of the Allied headquarters 
which worked through the war 
interviewing Japanese prisoners 
am. sorting documents seized in 
battle zones. The unit, whose ex- 
istenc was disclosed last week, 
included many Japanese Ameri- 
cams and worked often while 
shells were still falling around 
conte ‘ed positions. ’ 
On Guadalcanal two Europeans 
and one Eurasian were used as 
practice targets while Allied of- 
ficers were forced to stand in line 
and watch for six and a half 
hours. The three were horribly 
mutilated and tortured, the an- 
nosvncement said. Enlisted prison- 
ers periodically were paraded past 
the scene so they could see the 
death agonies of the three. 

Records of the A.T.1.8. disclose 
that one of the bayoneted prison- 
oners had been recently married, 
another left a wife and two chil- 
dren while the third had a wife 
and a child. | 
The translated diary of a Japa- 
nese officer gave full details of 
the horrible scene. 

Similar instances, in which Chi- 
nese prisoners were used as tar- 
gets, wefe disclosed by the ques- 
tioning of Superior Pvt, Toku- 
hashi Nakino, who told A.T.LS. 
agents after his capture that dur- 
ing basic traiging in China his 
company was provided with live 
Chinese prisoners on which to 
practice. 

Prisoners Beaten First. 

The Japanese officer’s diary 
said that at Guadalcanal, the 
three prisoners used were beaten, 
then led out with their hands tied 
behind their backs. They were 
fastened to a barbed wire fence 
and the bayonet practice started, 
while the sickened Allied officers 
were forced to look on.

WLB WILL WORK 
ON WAGE POLICIES 
TILL IT DISBANDS 


Board Members and 
Schwellenbach Confer 
With Truman on Way 
to Cut Down Strikes. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
The War Labor Board will con- 
tinue its plans to go out of busi- 
ness by Jan. 1, acting Chairman 
Lloyd’ K. Garrison said today. 


While it is preparing to close up 
shop, he added, it will study ways 
of handling reconversion disputes 
and a method of establishing a 
peacetime wage policy. 

Garrison and Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach talked with Presi- 
dent Truman today. They said 
Truman had raised the whole 
question of handling disputes and 
the broad question of wage-price 
policy. An industry-labor confer- 
ence is schéduled to begin Nov. 5. 

Schwellenbach believes a pattern 
fixed either by the WLB or some 
other agency will help cut down 
the number of strikes over wages. 

Garrison and Schwellenbach said 
WLB’s _ status remained wun- 
changed, but that no decision as 
to whether it would have to con- 
tinue beyond Jan. 1 had. been 
reached. ; 

WLB will meet this afternoon 
to discuss the question, but Gar- 
rison told reporters the board’s 
future and the fixing of a wage- 
price policy would be determined 
in a co-operative manner and 
would be announced by the Presi- 
dent. 

“We place ourselves at the call 
of the President whenever he 
might call upon us,” said Garri- 
son, 

He said there were various ways 
to approach the wage-price ques- 
tion and that the board was not 
the only agency which have a 
hand in it. 

Sitting in on the WLB confer- 
ence was Reconversion Director 
John W. Snyder. Wage increases 
requiring price rises must be ap- 
proved by Economic Stabilization 
Administrator J. C. Collet, 
comes under Snyder’s reconverson 
office. . 

The WLB had planned to send 
a delegation of six to the White 
House, but the President sent 
word that he wanted to talk with 
the full membe€rship.

While those Germans who have 
been indicted as war criminals are 
being tried at Nuernberg, repre- 
sentatives of the United States, 
Britain, Russia and France will 
carry on deliberations in Berlin on 
the next important question before 
the Allies in their determination to 
end German warmaking. 

These deliberations, already un- 
derway, concern the disposition of 
Germans not classed as war crimi- 
nals, but who are considered a 
menace to the future peace of the 
world. 

First.among these are German 
officers of high rank—membDers of 
the General Staff corps, including 
officers of equivalent porition in 
the navy and air force, and offi- 
cers who have demonstrated that 
they possess capabilities poten- 
tially dangerous. 

They are all referred to as the 
“elite group.” 

In another group are all persons 
of dangerous skilled capacities, 
such as the scientists who pro- 
duced the V-weapons and others 
who have received their doctorate 
in the fields of chemistry and re- 
search, 

Still a third group embraces in- 
dividuals considered’ more than 
nominal Nazis. They round out 


the coterie which could prove 
dangerous politically, militarily 
and scientifically in the rebuild- 
ing of a strong Germany.

Laval Declines Blindfold. 

Laval declined a blindfold and 
faced his executioners. These 
were his last words: 

~— “It. is met’ the soldiers’ fault, 

They know not what 

Vive la France!” 

The 12 riflemen fired. Laval 
fell only to his knees. An officer 
rushed up, aimed his revolver into 
Laval’s ear and fired. The coup — 
de grace dispatched Laval at 12:32 
p.m. He fell into the dirt of the 
courtyard. 

Laval’s attorneys disclosed that 
shortly before his suicide attempt, 
he wrote a note in which he de- 
clared: 

“To save French soldiers from 
the dishonor of carrying this (the 
execution) out, I prefer to die as 
a Roman—by taking poison.” 

Laval wrote that he was the vic- 

tim of “a veritable murder” and 
said that he had kept the poison 
for “a very long time.” The mes- 
sage was addressed “to my coun- 
sel to inform them, and to my 
executioners to answer them.” 

Laval, who before the war had 
twice been premier of France and 
12 times a member of its cabinets, 
was sentenced to death by the 
high court of justice last week, 
the same court which condemned 
Petain and Joseph Darnand, the 
head of the Vichy militia. Pe 's 
sentence was commuted to life 
imprisonment and disgrace; Dar- 
nand was executed by a firing 
squad Thursday. 

Put in Coffin, Quickly Buried. 

A coffin lay near the spot where 
Laval had pitched -forward in 
death. The body was placed in it 
swiftly and loaded into a hearse, 
which left the prison accompanied 
by three official cars bearing the 
prefect of police, the attorney gen- 
eral and the local police commis- 
sioner, The procession went to 
nearby Thiais cemetery and there 
Laval’s coffin was lowered into 
the ground, close to the, grave of 
Darnand. 

Next to Laval’s plot was a grave 
marked: “Here lies an unknown 
collaborator.” 

Grave diggers immediately be- 
gan covering Laval’s coffin with 
dirt. About 25 spectators watched 
silently. ry 

The grave was left unmarked. 
It was believed, however, that his 
family would be given the right to 
move the body or pjace a tomb- 
stone over it. 

No demonstrations occurred 
near Fresnes. Heavy cordons of 
police lined all approaches to the 
prison. When the sound of firing 
was heard from the prison, a stir 
went through the crowd. 

Suicide Attempt Fails. 

No medical report was released 
immediately concerning the exact 
condition of Laval when he was 
executed. His two lawyers accom- 
panied him on his walk to face 
the firing squad. Doctors worked 
on him with a stomgch pump and 
emetics for two hours before the 
decision was made to proceed with 
the execution. 

The execution of Laval, whose 
death was as sensational as his 
turbulent political career, was for- 
mally announced by the Ministry 
of Justice in a communique which 
said: 

“Pierre Laval was executed at 
Fresnes prison at 12:32 p.m. today. 
At 8:30 a.m., when Attorney Gen-

Laval, Pacifist Son of Butcher, 


By the Associated Press. 
A RCH - COLLABORATIONIST 


Pierre Laval headed the 

Frenche government twice in 
peacetime before he made a third 
rise to power during the war by 
courting Nazi Germany. 

Often expressing publicly a hope 
for a German victory, Laval fell 
quickly from his status of war- 
time chief of a conquered state to 
that of a condemned prisoner aft- 
er the Allies liberated France in 
the fall of 1944, and he* was un- 
successful in attempts to flee from 
justice. 

Actifig under Nazi’ pressure, 
aged Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain made Laval chief of the Vichy 
government in 1940, and he quick- 
ly put into effect a number of 
Nazi-inspired anti-Semitic and 
forced labor laws. In a broadcast 
to the French people Laval said 
peace in Europe could grow only 
out of friendship between France 
and Germany. 

Attempts to Escape Failed. 
When Vichy was threatened, he 
moved the collaborationist govern- 
ment to Paris, then to Belfort and 
finally made a feeble effort to or- 
ganize a pro-German French gov- 
ernment in Sigmaringen, in south- 
ern Germany. That failing .be- 
cause of Allied military successes, 
Laval went into flight, returning 
only to becoffie a key defendant in 
war crimes trials. 

Virtually a Gestapo captive dur- 
ing the darkening days of the 
Vichy government, Laval made @ 
series of moves to escape custody, 
unsuccessfully sought sanctuary in 
Switzerland and Lichtenstein, fi- 
nally flew to Spain. There he was 
interned and later evicted. 
From Spain he flew in a. Ger- 
man plane to Linz, Austria, where 
he surrendered to American au- 
thorities last July 31. Turned over 
to France, he became a central) fig- 
ure in the dramatic events that 
led from a tumultuous appearance 
in the treason trial of his Vichy 
chief, Petain, to his own historic 
trial in which he was condemned 
to death. 

An Ardent Pacifist. 
Laval was born June 28, 1883, 
at Chateldon, Puy-de-Dome, in 
Auvergne. His father was a 
butcher and the story was told 
that young Pierre studied Greek 
on the meat wagon while making 
deliveries. 
He always was a passionate 
pacifist and once was supposed to 
have said that of the five or six 
men in the world able to insure 
peace “destiny has placed me 
among them.” He was known as a 
shrewd politician from the begin- 
ning and there was a joke that he 
was clever enough to be born 
with a name that spelled the same 
backward, ‘or the same from Left 
to Right as from Right to Left. 
Educated for law, he also did some 
newspaper work in Paris before 
he was elected mayor of Auber- 
villiers, a working class suburb, in 
1914. 
He received his first ministerial 
appointment m April 1925 as min- 
ister of public works. He also 
seryed as minister of justice, twice 
as minister of labor, and prime 
minister and foreign minister in

Powerful in Politics. 

A dark, swarthy little man, with 
a ragged mustache, Laval nearly 
always wore a black suit with 
white shirt and white string tie. 
He always exercised much political 
power either through his, place in 
government br by the strength of 
his opposition. He was master of 
small party politics and had a 
good memory which served him in 
harassing his enemies by recalling 
publicly their mistakes. 

After the fall of France in 1940 
Laval became the prime advocate 
of collaboration with Germany. 
Named Vichy chief of government 
by Petain, he branded France’s 
1939 declaration of war a “crime.” 

He made frequent trips to con- 
sult Adolf Hitler, sent many 
thousands of French workers to 
the Reich: and took anti-Jewish 
measures. 

Petain named Laval his vice 
premier and successor on June 12, 
1940. But on Dec. 12 of that 
year the old marshal suddenly dis- 
placed him. The only explana- 
tion was that it was for “rea- 
sons of interior policy.” Although 


without: official status, Laval con- 
tinued to act as the foremost nego- 
tiator with the Germans in the 
occupied zone. 

Wounded by Assassin. 

At Versailles on Aug. 27, 1941, 
Laval and his aide, Marcel Deat, 
were shot by a young assassin 
while the two were receiving reg- 
istrations of anti-Communists to 
fight in a volunteer force along- 
side Germany in the war against 
Russia. Deat as well as Laval 
recovered, 

Laval made a comeback at 
Vichy in 1942 when he became 
chief of government and the domi- 
nant power, with Petain retaining 
the title of chief of state. 

Laval, passionatély anti-British 
as well as anti-Russian, said in a 
speech that reaching an _ under- 
standing with Germany was “like 
an obsession” with him. He con- 
demned England for aerial attacks 
on France and, exhorting French 
industrial workers to go to Ger- 
many, said “I desire Germany’s 
victory because of the Red peril.” 

Reports from France to Madrid 
in the spring of 1943 said Laval 
had approved a German plan to 
use all French prisoners-of-war in 
Nazi war industries, these in ad- 
dition to the’ many thousands of 
Frenchmen transported to the 
Reich,

denounced Laval as Hitler’s mouth- 
piece and puppet following Vichy’'s 
action in breaking off diplomatic 
relations with the United States 
as a result of American troops 
landing in North Africa.

LONDON, Oct. 15 (AP)—A sharp 
disagreement has developed in the 
Allied control commission in Vi- 
enna over Austria’s currency, coal 
and oil problems, British officials 
disclosed today. 

Declaring that Austria’s infla- 
tion spiral was mounting, inform- 
ants said that the Russians had 
refused to approve a new Allied 
currency plan on the ground that 
it must be studied further and 
was not urgent. 

London quarters said the Rus- 
sians also have refused to approve 
a trade agreement whereby 
Czechoslivaks would exchange 
some of their surplus coal with 
The Russians were 
reported to have taken the ‘po- 
sition that Renner’s provisional 
Austrian regime could not make 
valid international agreements.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, disclosed today that Predi- 
dent Truman had offered to order 
the opening of Roosevelt adminis- 
tration files for inspection by the 
congressional committee investiga- 
ting Pearl Harbor. 

Barkley is chairman of the joint

“All the files of the previous _ad- 
ministration have been moved to 
the archives building and Hyde 
Park. If there is any difficulty 
about your having access to them 
I'll be glad to issue the necessary 
order so that you may have com- 
plete access,” Truman wrote 
Barkley. 

The letter was in reply to a re- 
quest by Barkley that someone 
in the White House executive of- 
fices be designated as the source 
for the committee to go to for in- 
formation from White House files. 

Truman designated Maurice C. 
Latta, executive clerk at - the 
White House offices, who he said 
has been in charge of “all the files 
in the White House for the past 
28 years.” 

“Any information that you want 
will be cheerfully supplied by him,” 
Truman added. 

Barkley had also suggested 
“that the committee may be free 
to disclose at its public hearings,” 
information obtained from the 
White House files. Truman's reply 
did not touch on this specific 
point.

Acts When Union and 
Company Fail to Settle 
Wage Dispute Affect- 
ing Cities in Eastern 
Part of State. 


BOSTON, Oct. 15 (AP)—In an 
unprecedented action, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts to- 
day took over operation of the 
strike-bound Eastern Massachu- 
‘getts Street Railway under an: 
executive order of Gov. Maurice 
J. Tobin. The executive order was 


the first of its nature issued 
under wartime powers granted by 
the Legislature. 

The strike of 1800 bus drivers 
and streetcar operators had left 
1,000,000 residents of eastern Mas- 
sachusetts cities and towns with- 
out public transportation since 
Saturday morning. 

Members of the AFL Amalga- 
mated Association of Street, Elec- 
tric Railway and Motor Coach 
Operators of America began vot- 
ing today on whether they would 
return to work, 

Ten of the 11 locals comprising 
the union membership of the com- 
pany’s employes were balloting. 

Only one” division, Salem, was 
unaffected by the strike. Salem 
drivers voted against it. 

The strikers are asking for 
Wage increases from 97 cents to 
$1.25 an hour for a 40-hour work 
week. 

The Governor signed the order 
taking over the railway and ap- 
pointing Frank J. Murray, former 
Boston city corporation counsel, 
as administrator, even as repre- 
sentatives of the union locals and 
executives of the rallway con- 
ferred with the state» Board of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, 

After more than eight hours of 
wrangling, the conferees reported 
they were deadlocked, and Gov. 
Tobin gave them another half- 
hour to reach an agreement. 
When the deadline passed, he 
signed the order without further 
discussion. 


New York Dock Strikers Return- 
ing to Work. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Dock workers whose strike had 
tied up some 400 ships in New 
York harbor for two weeks re- 
turned to work in large numbers 
today and Joseph P. Ryan, presi- 
dent of the AFL International 
Longshoremen’s Association, de- 
clared “the men are all going back 
to work.”

Capt. Kalbfleish Who 


Narrowly Escaped Be- 


ing Shot for Sabotage, Returns 
Home. 


Capt. Edwin Kalbfleish Jr., who 
made the Bataan death march, 
narrowly escaped being shot for 
sabotage and survived more than 
three starving years in Japanese 
prison camps was back home to- 
day with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edwin Kalbfleish Sr., 6827 


Fyler avenue. 

A graduate of Washington Uni- 
versity where he enrolled in tHe 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
Kalbfleish was called into active 
service as a second lieutenant in 
July 1941. Four months later he 
was assigned to the Ninety-Sec- 
ond Coast Artillery (Philippine 
Scouts) on Corregidor. 

Recalling that period, the cap- 
tain said, “We had been expect- 
ing trouble, but when it came it 
took us by surprise. We were 
just leaving church early on the 
morning of Dec. 6 when a soldier 
came tearing down the road shout- 
ing, ‘There’s a war on.’ We left 


Corregidor that same day to man

Blows Up Guns.

It was Bridges who led 
the 1934 longshoremen’s strike on 
the west coast which brought 
about overthrow of former long- 
shoremen union officials and 
transfer of that union from the 
Bridges said support*® would be 
given strikers here only after it 
was requested by a negotiation 
committee whose creation Mayor 
F. H. LaGuardia proposed yester- 
day. 


Actors’ Guild Gives Limited Sup- 
port to Movie Strike. 

HOLLYWOOD, Calif. Oct. 15 
(AP)—The powerful AFL Screen 
Actors’ Guild, which heretofore 
has maintained strict neutrality in 
the movie strike, today gave lim- 
ited support to the walkout by 
instructing its 8000 members that 
they are not obliged to cross any 
picket line which is of a mass na- 
ture of where any possible threat 
of violence exists. 

The board of directors of the 
guild early today voted unani- 
mously to issue this instruction 
and added: 

“The guild will use its full 
strength to support any actor who 
by reason of following this advice 
is subjected to coercion or penal- 
ties of any nature from any 
source.” 
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“Twenty-four hours later, the Nips 
had taken everything I owned ex- 
cept two bottles of quinine, a cou- 
ple of tubes of morphine and the 
clothes I had on my back. he 
Nips took everybody's watch and 
any rings they could find.

The Americans were given no 
food for four days at Mariveles 
but they managed to stay alive by 
sharing with each other the 
meager supplies they had smug- 
gled into the camp. Then the 
death march started. 

“You get the idea from what you 
read that there was one long col- 
umn of men on the march,” the 
captain said, “But it wasn’t like 
that at all. We were organized in- 
to groups of 1000 and each of these 
groups was cut up into units of 
100. It was these little formations 
that started up the road to San 
Fernando at intervals. (San Fer- 
nando lies inland on Luzon island 
more than 200 miles northwest of 
Manila.) There were about 12 
guards for every 100 men and the 
distance or the amount of time 
you marched depended upon how 
tired the guards got.” 

Groups of Men Dwindle. 


After the first day the groups 
dwindled and there was not even a 
semblance of organjzation. Some 
_men escaped, some died and some, 
who dropped by the way from 
fatigue, were stabbed to death with 
bayonets. Once the men were told 
they would be given food if they 
went a little farther. They car- 
ried on but found themselves in a 
field to which shell fire from the 
American forces, still holding out 


on Corregidor, had been attracted 
by a Japanese battery. 

Capt. Kalbfleish was pulled out 
of the line at Balanga, on the east 
coast of the peninsula, for ques- 
tioning. At that time he had been 
walking for three days and nights 
with brief rest periods. After he 
had been examined: he was taken 


where he remained for 10 days. 

While at Orani the captain saw 
Filipino troops, moving up on the 
march with their sick and wound- 
ed in litters, shunjed off to a side 
road every morning. Later, he ob- 
served, they would rejoin the main 
body of marchers but their litters 
would be empty. When he asked 
the Japanese officer in charge 
about it he was told the disabled 
men had been shot. 

“That officer used to come back 
from the woods patting his re- 
volver and saying ‘joto joto,’ which 
means ‘very good, very good,’” 
Capt. Kalbfleish said. “But other- 
wise, you know, he seemed to be 
a pretty good sort of a fellow. He 
gave me cigarettes and candy a 
couple of times.” 

300 Die Each Day. 

The death march ended when 
the Americans were taken to Camp 
O'Donnell, the first and the worst 
of the nine prison camps in which 
Capt. Kalbfleish suffered. The 
prisoners, not accustomed to using 
open hearths in cooking, either 
scorched their rice ration or boiled 
it into a glutinous mass. More 
than 300 died each day of illness 
or starvation. | 


Each of the prison camps left 
its impression on the captain. At 
Cabanatuan to which he was sént 
from O’Donnell, he contracted ma- 
laria and lost consciousness for 
two weeks but was kept alive by 
a Catholic priest who fed him rice 
and quinine, 

At a prison camp in the sub- 
urbs of Osaka, Japan, he found 
that his weight had dropped from 
180 pounds to 90. At Zentsuji pris- 
on camp on the island of Shikoku 
he nearly died of beri-beri, and 
he remembers that at Oomori, 
near Tokyo, he survived only be- 
cause fellow prisoners brought 
him food which they had stolen 
while at work in Japanese gar- 
dens. 

Threatened With Shooting. 

At Bunka camp, in Tokyo, 
where he was forced to broad- 
cast radio programs to the United 
States, Capt. Kalbfleish was ar- 
rested and told that he would be 
shot for sabotage. 

“We used to broadcast every- 
thing that was happening to us,” 
he said. “It was amazing what 
we got away with.” 

His execution never materialized 
but he was put in solitary con- 
finement at Shinegowa for three 
weeks, and his fellow prisoners 
at Bunka were told that he was 
dead. Capt. Kalbfleish was liber- 
ated in September at Zentsuji 
camp, to which he was eventually 
transferred, by an American res- 
cue party in search of lost air- 
plane crews. He arrived in the 
United States last Tuesday and 
came home Saturday night. 

He was made a first lieutenant 
the day Bataan fell and a captain 
the day he was liberated. He 
has been awarded the American 
Defense Medal with one star, the 
Philippine Defense ribbon with 
one star and the Asiatic Pacific 
Campaign ribbon with two stars. 
He also holds a Presidential Unit 
Citation,

Output Resumed as 5000 Re- 


turn to Jebs—Dispute 
Taken to Court. 


Operations at the Western Cart- 
ridge Co. plant at East Alton were 
resumed today following settle- 
ment of a three-week strike which 
kept 5000 employes idle. 

The question of seniority rights 
of returning war vetehans, the 
principal issue in the strike called 
Sept. 24 by the AFL International 


Association of Machinists and sup- 
ported by other AFL units in the 
plant, will be submitted to the 
United States District Court at 
Springfield, Ill, for a declaratory 
judgment, company and union of- 
ficials announced, 

Pending the federal court ruling, 
the statement said, the company 
in co-operation with the union will 
attempt to retain in their present 
jobs all non-veterans as well as 
returning service men. 

The company’s position on the 
issue was that, under Brig. Gen. 
Louis B.“Hershey’s interpretation 
of the G. I. Bill of Rights and the 
Selective Service Act, returning 
veterans should displace non-vet- 
erans regardless of seniority. 

W. C. Hambleton, union repre- 
sentative, said the court decision 
will determine specifically the 
rights of non-veterans to hold jobs 
in the plant. A management 
spokesman said the procedure 
worked out by the company and 
union for settlement by judicial 
process of the veterans issue prob- 
ably will set a national pattern 
for determination of the question 
which is arising throughout the 
country. 

Two other maim issues in the 
strike, the union’s demand for a 


general 20-cent-an-hour wage in- 
crease and a return to the 40- 
hour week, will be taken up im- 
mediately in company-union nego- 
tiations, 

Hambleton said a demand for a 
closed shop was withdrawn on 
agreement by the company to fur- 
nish the union complete lists of 
former employes and war vet- 
erans returning to work for check 
on seniority ratings. 

The plant, a division of Olin 
Industries, Inc., . manufactured 
small arms ammunition and pow- 
der during the war. It now makes 
commercial ammunition, explo- 
sives and brass specialties.

ing the presidential candidacy ot 
the late Gov. Frank O. Lowden of 
Illinois, The choice of Warren G. 
Harding followed disclosures as to 
$2500 payments by Lowden’s cam- 
paign manager to Cir¢uit Clerl 


Goldstein and his deputy, Robert 
E. Moore, both district delegates 
to the Republican national conven- 
tion in Chicago. 

His entry into politics was in 
the municipal campaign of 1893, 
when, ag a union harness maker, 
he actively fought James Banner- 
man, proprietor of a non-union 
saddlery shop, who was Demo- 
cratic nominee for Mayor. The 
union's stand was a chief factor 
in electing the Republican nomi- 
nee, Cyrus P. Walbridge, and 
Mayor Walbridge appointed Gold- 
stein to a sprinkling inspector- 
ship at $90 a month, plus $20 for 
horse and buggy hire. 

Gets Deputy Collector’s Job. 

His second job was as a deputy 
collector of water rates, at $125 
a month. He was elected to the 
Republican City Committee in 
1896 and served 28 years as a 
committeeman of the Twentieth, 
later the Nineteenth Ward. Under 
the next administration, that of 
Mayor Henry Ziegenhein, he lost 
his city job and went back to har- 
ness making. ; 

In 1905, he was appointed a 
deputy sheriff by the Republican 
Sheriff, Patrick H. Clarke. Two 
years later, Louis Nolte became a 
candidate for the office of Sheriff, 
and Goldstein supported him, The 
morning after Nolte’s nomination, 


the irate Clarke drove Goldstein 
out of the office bodily. He re- 
turned soon afterward as a deputy 
under Nolte. Later he became 
deputy circuit clerk, and in 1916 
was elected to the clerkship, but 
had to go to court to get the place, 
as the Democratic Governor tried 
to keep an appointee in the office. 
In the office of Circuit Clerk. 
Goldstein surrounded himself with 
members of the Republican City 
Committee as his deputies, and 
this group, which became known 
as the Courthouse Ring, influenced 
the selection of party candidates 
for various offices, particularly cir- 
cuit judgeships. 

In 1920, when women first voted 
in a local primary, a fight was 
organized on three of the ring’s 
selections for judgeships, and two 
of the “three Ks,” so called from 
their initials, were beaten; the 
third, William H. Killoren, was 
nominated and elected, and served 
so acceptably that.he is now back 
on the bench by appointment. 


“Gold Dust Twins.” 


Also in 1920, Goldstein and 
Deputy Circuit Clerk “Bobby” 
Moore, district delegates to the na- 
tional convention, received $2500 
each of the $38,000 which the back- 
ers of Gov. Lowden sent into Mis- 
souril. Others who received such 
sums weve able to show later that 
they had disbursed most of the 
money to county or ward organi- 
zations, for campaign expenses: 
Goldstein said later that he “never 
touched a dime” of the $2500. 
which he deposited in his bank ac- 
count. He and Moore became 
known as the “Gold Dust Twins.” 
and Lowden, before the conven- 
tion, repudiated their support. 


Goldstein said, after the conven- 
tion, that he had returned the 
money to Lowden’s representative, 
and that he had favored the nomi- 
nation of Harding from the start. 

Even after the “Gold Dust” epi- 
sode, Goldstein had smany influ- 
ential friends, whom he held both 
by his political efforts and his 
attractive personal qualities. 
United States Senator Selden P. 
Spencer’ agreed to recommend to 
President Harding the appoint- 
ment of Goldstein as Postmaster 
of St. Louis. This aroused criti- 
cism, and Goldstein withdrew his 
candidacy for the place. He was 
recommended for the appoint- 
ment as Collector of Internal 
Revenue, and President Harding 
sent his name to the Senate. 
Again there was severe objec- 
tion, and Goldstein wrote té the 


be withdrawn. The President, re- 
plying, referred to the “undeserv- 
ing character” of the attack on 
Goldstein, and thanked him for 
recognizing “a difficult political 
situation, for which neither of us 
is responsible.” This caused dis- 
cussion in the Senate, Senator 
Pat Harrison asking why a person 
should not be considered respon- 
sible for his own acts. Senator 
Spencer defended Goldstein, say- 
ing he had never 
keep the Lowden money. 


On his retirement from the cir- 


cuit clerkship in 1923, a dinner 
was tendered to Goldstein at Hotel 
Jefferson, attended by public of- 
ficials and business men, many 
Democrats being present. He 
served on the City Committee un- 
til the following year. 
Prohibition Scandal. 

Going into the insurance and 
bonding business, he became in- 
vollved; in 1925, in the principal 
local scandal of the prohibition 
period. This was the illegal re- 
moval, by a “milking process,” of 
31,000 galons of whisky from the 
Jack Daniel warehouse, for sale 
to bootleggers. His connection 
with the surety bond protecting 


the whisky caused him to be in- |. 


dicted as a party to the con- 
spiracy. He was.convicted in Fed- 
eral Court at Indianapolis, served 
one third of a two-year prison 
term and paid a $5000 fine. He said 
afterward that he regarded his 
action as entirely legal, and that 
the only money he got was $225

Police Capt. T. George ‘ Dineen 
of the Magnolia Avenue Station, 
whose record as afdetective is out-

Another veteran police officer, 
Capt. Albert B. Wetzel, also an- 
nounced his retirement, effective 
Nov. 1. His retirement is compul-

years. He has been at the Page 
Boulevard Station since March of | 
last year, when he was. trans- 
ferred from the Lucas Avenue 
District following disclosures by 
the Post-Dispatch of a concen- 
tration of gambling machines in 
that district. He has been a mem- 
ber of the department 41 years. 
Dineen Solved Big Cases. 


Capt. Dineen, 60 years old, early 
gained a reputation for his detec- 
tive abilities. He was known for 
hig almost photographic memory 
of the faces of criminal charac- 
ters. This, combined with dogged 
persistence in working on a case, 
is assigned by fellow officers as 
the basis of his success, 

When Steve Hardin, a notorious 
gunman, was being widely sought 
in 1926, Capt. Dineen made a sur- 
prise arrest. He saw Hardin 
walking down a street and recog- 
nized and arrested him. Dineen’s 
tireless efforts solved the $28,000 
burglary of the fashionable Su- 
zanne Shop, 4914 Maryland avenue, 
in 1925. 

He became assistant chief of de- 
tectives in 1926, The next year he 
uncovered an opium den in the 
1400 block of North Taylor ave- 
nue, leading to Government con- 
fiscation of about $50,000 worth 
of narcotics. 


He was credited with the suc- 
cessful investigation of a $13,000 
robbery of the Kroger Grocery 
Co., 1311 South Thirty-ninth street, 
about that time. When Charles 
(Pretty Boy) Floyd was arrested 
in Tulsa, Okla., in the case, Dineen 
went there to bring him back. 


Dineen obtained an admission 
from Herbert Anderson, who: in 
May 1925 strangled 6-year-old Joe, 
Azar, whose body was found in a 
shed at 1003A Morrison avenue. 

In 1928, Dineen was assigned to 
command. of a district, and since 
1941 has been at the Magnolia sta- 
tion. He lives at 6010 Tennessee 
avenue. 

Wetzel Known as ‘Tough Cop.’ 

Capt. Wetzel, in the days of the 
Colbeck and Egan gangs, was 
feared by criminals as a “tough 
cop.” He attained the rank of 
major in 1925, but was reduced to 
captain in a shakeup the follow- 


ing year. 

On several! occasions he was sub- 
ject to police disciplinary action. 
He was reprimanded formally by 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers in 1908 following charges of 
entering a saloon not in fhe per- 
formance of his duty. In January, 
1930, he received a two-month sus- 
pension without pay for “conduct 
unbecoming a police officer.” 

He was assigned in October 
1940 to the Lucas Avenue District, 
regarded as a “banner” police as- 
signment. Three years later Post- 
Dispatch reporters, uncovering 
gambling activities in the city, 
found 75 of 101 slot machines 
concentrated in Capt. Wetzél's dis- 
trict. His transfer followed. 

He lives at 3205 Dodier street.

Staffs Disband 


descended from the sun goddess, 
and the Japanese constitution does 
not attribute such divinity to him, 
said Tatsuhichi Minobe, former 
professor of the Tokyo Imperial 
University. 

Minobe, whose liberal interpre- 
tations of the constitution cost 
him his university position under 
pressure of the war lords, said the 
emperor really was a “very demo- 
cratic person.” 

“There is no scientific basis for 
the statement that Hirohito is a 
descendant from heaven,” Minobe 
said, “but in the past we were not 
allowed to deny or discuss the 
emperor’s origin if it conflicted 
with militarist teachings.” 

Minobe, who has been in vir- 
tual hiding and whose son was 
imprisoned 18 months because he 
was too/fliberal, contended that the 
present® Japanese constitution is 
similar to England's and “can be 
democratic if properly handled or 
interpreted. There is no serious 
obstruction to democracy under 
the present wording of the con- 
stitution.” 

“The constitution also can be 
interpreted as giving the Emperor 
the same status as the King of 
England,” he contended, adding 
that the wording “‘the Emperor 
is sacred and inviolable’ doesn’t 
mean he is divine.” 

“The Emperor was made god- 
like and divine by the militarists 
for their own reasons,” he contin- 
ued, “but we know that it’s really 
a myth and not a responsibility of 
the constitution.” 

MacArthur's directives ordering 
freedom of speech and press and 
women’s suffrage also could be at- 
tained without constitutional 
changes, the educator asserted. 

Shamed by Defeat. 

The man in the street generally 
was glad to see the end of militar- 
ism as exemplified by the demo- 
bilization of the army and navy, 
but some displayed shame over 
the defeat. . 

The few officers and men re- 
maning on duty in the Japanese 
army will wear uniforms, because 
the war left the country so poor 
they can get no other clothes.

HE Nation’s state of unpreparedness along with that of

During the past two years the 
United States Army was well 
armed and well equipped. The 
fact is we dared to mount opera- 
tions all over the esorld with a 
strategic inferiority in numbers of 
troops. Were it not fo superiority 
in the air and on thé sea, in 
mobility and in firepower we could 
not have achieved tactical super- 
iority at the points c] osen for at- 
tack nor have prevented the en- 
emy from bringing greater forces 
to bear against us. 

From the time of the landing in 
France to the time the Allies had 
reached the German frontiers, the 
German armies of the West ex- 
ceeded numerically the attacking 
forces. Gen. MacArthur invaded 
the Philippines with a. lesser 
force than that with which the 
Japanese held the isiands. In the 
immediate strategic area Japanese 
strength far outnumbered us. 

By ‘no other criterion can the 
quality and quantity of our 
weapons better be judged. 

Yet we were in some in- 
stances outdone by both Ger- 
many and Japan in the develop- 
ment of specific weapons.

‘military advantage of this ter 
rifying weapon fell to us through 
a combination of good luck, good 
management and prodigious ef- 
fort.

As a 
consequence German development 
of long-range rockets and pilot- 
less aircraft, stemming from years 
of peacetime research, was far.

which began in earnest only after 
the war had already started. The 
fact that we overtook Germany’s 
head start on the atomic explo-

U.S. Planes and Ships Unmatched, But 
Nazis Had Jet Fighter and Better Tank 


N the development of aircraft 
| anc ships United States facto- 

ries and productive “know-how” 
soon gave the Allies both a quali- 
tative and quantitative advantage 
over Germany and Japan. 

By the time the great air 
battles of Europe and the Far 
Pacific were joined, United States 
planes were superior in numbers 
and types to the enemy's. Our 
development of the long-range 
heavy bomber, now exemplified 
by the B-29, has been unmatched. 

The Germans themselves admit 
they did not even foresee our de- 
velopments in the long-range 
fighter. 

They first introduced the jet 
engine in combat, but this was 
not because we had made no 
progress in this field. By the 
time their jet fighters were ready 
to take the air, the only areas in 
which they could give them oper- 


ational tests were swept by our 
*zighters. They had either to test 
them in combat or not at all. 
The German jet fighters were 
limited to a maximum endurance 
of a little over an hour. Ours 


already had the endurance to fly 
nonstop from San Francisco to 
New York. 


Armored War Concepts. 


Another noteworthy example of 
German superiority was in — 

ea tank. From the summer 
3948 to the spring of 1945 the 
German Tiger and Panther tanks 
outmatched our Sherman tanks 
in direct combat. 

This stemmed largely from dif- 
ferent concepts of armored war- 
fare held by us and the Germans, 
and the radical difference in our 
approach to the battlefield, Our 
tanks had to be shipped thou- 
sands of miles overseas and land- 
ed on “10stile shores amphibiously. 
They had to be able to cross in- 
mumerable rivers on temporary 
bridges, since when we attacked 
we sought to destroy the perma- 
nent bridges behind the enemy 
lines from the air. Those that 
ou: planes missed were destroyed 
by the enemy when he retreated. 
Therefore our tanks could not 
well be of the heavy type. We 
designed our armor &s & weapon 
of exploitation. 

In other words, we desired to 
use our tanks in long-range 
thrusts deey into the enemys 
rear, where they could. chew up 

- gupply installations and com- 
munications. This required great 
endurance — low concumption of 
gasoline and ability to move great 
distartces without breakdown. ; 

ut while that was the mos 
profitable use of the tank, it be- 
came unavoidable in stagnant 
prepared-line fighting to escape 
tank-to-tank battles. In this com- 
bat, our medium tank was at a 
disadvantage, when forced .into a 
head-on engagement with the 
German heavies. 

Early in 1944 it was decided 
that a heavy American tank, on 
which ‘our Ordnance experts had 
been continuously experimenting 
since before the war, must be put 
into mass production. As a result 
the M-26 (Pershing) tank began 
to reech the battle lines last win- 
ter. ‘“his tank was equal in direct 
com) t to any the Germans had 
and still enjoyed a gteat advan- 
tage in lighter weight (43 tons), 


speed and endurance. At the 
same time work was begun on 
two new models, the T-29 and 
T-30, which weighed 64 tons, one 
mou,iting a high-veloctty 105-mm. 
rifle, the other a 155-mm, rifle. 


Research Setup. 


Following the fierce fighting in 
North Africa and in the Papyan 
campaign in New Guinea, it be- 
came clear that our lack of pre- 
paredness and research in military 
instruments during peacetime 
would have to be overcome by ex- 
treme measures. Accordingly, in 
the late spring of 1943 I selected 
an expert ordnance officer, Col.

Battle Clothing as Good as Could Be Had; 
No Army Ever Better Fed Than Yanks 


N most respects, our battle 
| clothing was as good as can, be 

supplied to any soldier of any 
country. The “layering” principle 
gives the greatest possible. protec- 
tion, and at the same time the 
greatest freedom of movement. 
The  rubber-bottomed, leather- 
topped shoepac, worn with heavy 
ski socks and a felt innersole, 
overcame the heavy incidence of 
trench foot among our troops 


him to work under independ- 


ently of normal War Department 
channels in the development and 
modification of weapons and im- 
proved techniques. 

His first efforts were devoted 
to increasing the effectiveness of 
our weapons against the Japanese 
in jungle fighting, As a result, 
the 105-mm. and 155-mm. mortars, 
flame-throwers, ground rockets, 
improved launching devices, skid 
pans for towing heavy artillery in 
mud, improved bazooka ammuni- 
tion and colored smoke grenades 
were developed and the produc- 
tion and shipment to the theaters 
were expedited. 


Later the Secretary of War de- 


cided to establish a division of the 
War Department Special Staff to 
be charged with co-ordinating the 
experience of our troops in the 
field with the nation’s scientific 
developments in order to keep us 
abreast in the race for newer and 
more deadly means for. waging 
war, 


The New Development Division 
was organized by Maj. Gen. 
Stephen G. Henry in October 1943. 
Officers were sent to the theaters 
to observe troops in combat to 
search for ways in which to apply 
our civilian scientific knowledge 
to the problems of the battlefield. 
They then returned and co-ordi- 
nated and expedited experimen- 
tation with new types of weapons 
and equipment by the appropriate 
Army Service Forces agency. 


When some item was developed 
it was taken to the theaters for 
trial and if successful put into pro- 
duction. Some examples: Flame- 
throwing tanks, air rockets, im- 
proved ground rockets, self-pro- 
pelled heavy artillery and elec- 
tronic devices for locating enemy 
mortar and gun positions. 

In addition, the New Develop- 
ment Division studied and inter- 
preted the intelligence available on 
new enemy weapons, particularly 
the proposed targets for air bom- 
bardment of the V-1 launching 
sites and supply channels to them. 
The air reduction for these ‘sites 
so seriously interfered with the 
effectiveness of the V-1 that its 
threat to the invasion of France 
never materialized. 

In August, 1944, Brig. Gen. Bor- 
den succeeded Gen. Henry as Chief 
of the New Developments division 
when the latter officer was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Personnel Di- 
vision of the War Department 
General Staff. 

Special emphasis was then 
placed on the development of 


guided missiles, heavy tanks, re- 


fighting in cold and extremely wet 
climates. 


No clothing has ever been in- 
vented that will make the ex- 
posure men must endure in com- 
bat pleasant. It has been pos- 
sible only to develop sufficient 
protection to prevent large-scale 
casualties from such exposure. 
This we accomplished both in 
Europe and in the battlefields 
of the East. The principal dif- 
ficulty in meeting this problem 
was control of the wasteful hab- 
its of our men in their use and 
misuse of the clothing and 
equipment issued. 

The American Army was un- 
questionably better fed than any 
in history. However, feeding in 
combat can never be like that 
in garrison or cantonment, nor 
remotely like home cooking. 


Field rations must be non-per- 
ishable, compact and easily carried 
by the individual soldier. The 
problem of providing troops with 
appetizing food has plagued armies 
down through the centuries. 

The development of field rations 
for the United States Army in this 
war was almost revolutionary. 
The combat rations “C” and “K” 
were given a range of variety that 
combat troops would not have 
dreamed of afew years ago, The 
“C” ration, the subject of much 


amusing criticism, was supplied 


with 10 different meat compo- 
nents: meat and beans, meat and 
vegetable stew; meat and spag- 
hetti; ‘ham, eggs and potatoes; 
meat and noodles; meat and rice; 
frankfurters and beans; pork and 
beans; ham and lima beans; and 
chicken and vegetables. 

These were rations that could 
be made available to men actually 
under heavy fire. Where there 
was more time for the preparation 
of food, troops were given the 
“10-in-1” ration which contains 
canned vegetables and fruits, 
canned desserts, chocolates and 
other candies, roast beef, roast 
pork and similar meat compo- 
nents, even canned hamburgers. 

When troops in the field were 
not under fire, they were fed the 
“B” ration which offered a wide 
selection considering the circum- 
stances. Since under conditions 
where the “B” ration was fed, 
there were usualy few, if any, fa- 
cilities for refrigeration and pre- 
serving foods, this ration was 
composed of canned vegetablies, 
meats, fruits and dehydrated po- 
tatoes and eggs and similar items, 
It certainly did not compare with 
the fresh eggs and meats and 
vegetables common to the Amer- 
ican family table, but it was a vast 
improvement over past issues of 
campaign rations, 

In the rear areas where food 
could be shipped quickly and pre- 
served under refrigeration, the 
“A” ration was fed. This-is as 
good food as can be served large 
numbers of men, 

Compared with these American 
Army rations was the Japanese 
ration of 1% pounds of rice and 
small quantities of meat or fish a 
day. The Japanese soldier, how- 
ever, thrived on this diet because 
he had been accustomed to little 
more at home,

Two German Advantages. 


In two of these basic items the 
German Army held an advantage 
almost to the end of the war. 

The first was the triple-threat 

88mm. rifle which our troops 
first encountered in North 
Africa. 

Even at that time the U. &. 


Army had a similar weapon, the 
90-mm, rifle, with greater -pene- 
trating power but the Germans 
had theirs on the battlefields and 
in quantity, with the “bugs” 
worked out in previous battle ex- 
perience over a period of years. 
The United States forces did not 
have the 90-mm. in quantity at the 
time and were compelled to work 
out its shortcomings in opposition 
to a proven weapon. 

As a result, the 88 was a power- 
ful German weapon, ahead of ours 
in quantity and technique almost 


to the end of the war. In the 
Spanish Civil War the Germans | 
were careful to conceal the role | 
of the 88 as an antitank and anti- 
personnel weapon, revealing it 
only as an antiaircraft piece. | 
When we first encountered it, it 
Was serving all three purposes 
with deadly effect. A single 8&8 
could fire several rounds of armor- 
piercing shells at our tanks. then 
suddenly begin firing air-bursting | 
fragmentation shells at our infan- | 


| numbers of. the weapons the Ger- 


mans had, 

A second marked German ad- 
vantage during most of the 
European war was in powder. 
German ammunition was 
charged with smokeless, flash- 
less powder which in both night 
and day fighting helped the ene- 
my tremendously in concealing 
his fire positions. 

United States riflemen, machine 
gunners, and gunners. of all types 
had to expose their positions with 
telltale muzzle flashes or puffs 
of powder smoke. German prep- 
arations had given them time to 
develop this high-grade powder 
and manufacture tremendous 
quantities of it. They had it there 
and they used it. 

These facts should be consid- 
ered along with our policy regard- 
ing the manufacture of explosives 
after the last war and the scien- 
tific development that should or 
would have followed in the plants 
of the great'commercial manufac- 
turers had they not been subjected 
to bitter attack as “Merchants of 
Death.” 


Garand Rifle. 


Careful planning and husbandry 
of the Army’s meager peacetime 
resources and the nature of this 
nation’s machine economy gave 
the American armies in Europe 
two food advantages over thi 
German enemy, 

One of ours was the Garand 
semi-automatic rifle, which the

Our superiority in infantry fire- 


HE appearance of an unusual- 
dy effective enemy weapon, or of 

a particularly attractive item 
of enemy equipment, usually pro- 
voked animated public discussion 
in this country, especially when 
stimulated by criticism of the 
Army’s supposed failures to pro- 
vide the best. Such incidents posed 
a very difficult problem for the 
War Department. 

In the first place, the morate 
of the fighting man is a matter 
of primary importance. To de- 
stroy his confidence in his weap- 
ons or in the higher command is 
the constant and intense desire of 
the enemy. The American soldier 
has a very active imagination and 
usually, at least for the time be- 
ing, covets anything new and is in- 
clined to endow the death-dealing 
weapons of the enemy with ex- 
traordinary qualities since any 
weapon seems much more for- 
midable to the man receiving its 
fire than to the man delivering it. 


If given slight encouragement, 
the reaction can be fatal to the 
success of our forces. Com- 
manders must always make every 
effort to show their men how to 
make better, more effective use 
of what they have. The technique 
of handling a weapon can often 
be made more devastating than 
the power of the weapon itself. 
This was best illustrated by the 
correct, the intended, tactical em- 
ployment of the United States 
medium tank. 

Another factor involved is the 
advantage given .to the enemy by 
informing him which of his wea- 
pons is hurting us most. And 
along with this goes the similar 
embarrassment of not wishing to 
disclose to the enemy the state of 
the measures you are most  cer- 
tainly taking to correct any dem- 
onstrated weakness in a particular 
weapon or in armament generally. 
If a machine-gun is found to jam 
after one or two bursts or at high 
altitudes, you don’t give the en- 
emy this important information. 
Nor do you wish to sacrifice sur- 
prise by advising him in advance 
of the improved weapon to come 
or actually in process of deploy- 
ment, 

In some of the public discus- 
gions of such matters, criticism 
was leveled at the Ordnance De- 
partment for not producing better 
weapons. This Department pro- 
duced with rare efficiency what 
it was told to produce, and these 
instructions came from the Gen- 
eral Staff of which I am the re- 
sponsible head, transmitting the 
resolved views of the officers with 
the combat troops or air forces, of 
the commanders in the field. 


In the other categories of wea- 
pons and equipment of the infan- 
try divisions, machine guns, mor- 
tars, artil’ ry, individual equip- 
ment, the United States and the 
German armies were so nearly 
equal that neither hac any 
marked advantage. The German 
infantry rocket, the Panzerfaust, 
had greater hitting power than 
the United States bazooka which 
had been developed first.

OT only did the nation’s in- 
dustrial establishment equip 


New Army, but it also con- 
tributed heavily to the hitting 
power of the other United Na- 
tions. The allocation of military 
lend-lease materiel] to the Allied 
Powers exceeded a dollar value of 
20 billions. A United Stateg ar- 
mored division can be _ fully 
equipped for 34 millions. The 
equipment of an infantry division 
represents a dollar expenditure of 
10 millions. 

Translated Into these terms, 
the dollar value of the arms 
alone turned over to our Allies 
would equip 588 armored divi- 
sions, or 2000 infantry divisions. 

To the British Empire went 
enough aircraft to equip four air 
forces the size of our Ninth as 
it went into action on D-day in 
Western Europe. At that time 
the Ninth was the largest air 
force in the world. 

American raw materials made 
porsible a large percentage of 
Britain’s own war production. 
But in addition fully fabricated

Motor Equipment. 

The greatest advantage in 
equipment the United States has 
enjoyed on the ground in the 
fighting so far has been in our 
multiple-drive motor equipment, 
principally the jeep and the 
two and-one-half ton truck. 
These are the instruments which 
have moved and supplied United 
States troops in battle while the 
Germany Army, despite the fear- 
ful reputation of its “panzer 
armies” early in the war still 
depended heavily on animal 
transport for its regular infan- 
try divisions. 

The United States, profiting 
from the mass _ production 
achievements of its automotive 
industry, made all is forces 
truck-drawn and had enough 
trucks left over to supply the 
British armies with large num- 
bers of motor vehicles and send 
tremendous quantities to the 
Red Army. 

The advantage of motor ve- 
hicle transport did not become 
strikingly clear until we had 
reached the beaches of Nor- 
mandy. The truck had difficulty 
in the mountains of Tunisia and 
Italy, but once ashore in France 
our divisions had mobility that 
completely outclassed the enemy. 
The Germans discovered too 
late the error of the

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NO ATOM BOMB 
DEFENSE IN Slat 
SAYS DR. BUSH 


Top Scientist in U. S. Dis- 
covery Differs With 
Crosby Group and 
Gen. H. H. Arnold. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Dr. Vannevar Bush testified today, 
“] see no defense to the atomic 


bomb in sight.” 

The director of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment thus differed in testimony 
before a Senateécommittee from a 
report by the House Naval Com- 
mittee of “indications that an ef- 
fective counter meAsure to atomic 
bombs has been developed to such 
an extent that they can be explod- 
ed far short of their objectives.” 

On this point, the top scientists 
of the group which developed 
America’s war inventions de- 
clared: 

“There is in my opinion no trick 
way of getting rid of the atomic 
bomb, because it is an atomic 
bomb.” 

In a statement, Chairman Vin- 
son (Dem.), Georgia, said there 
“is nothing new” in the House 
Naval Committee’s report and 
added: 

“The reference in the report of 
the committee was in no way 
prompted by the Navy Depart- 
men.” 

Previous Reports. 

Among the “previously pubit- 
cized” ingications that a defense 
had been developed, Vinson cited: 

“(1) The announcement of the 
Crosby Research Foundation that 
it had developed a device that 
could explode atomic bombs when 
they were miles away without even 
knowing their exact location, and 
(2) An announcement in a Brit- 
ish newspaper that that country 
had developed an effective coun- 
ter measure with application of 
the proximity fuse.” 

Vinson also said that Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, Army Air Forces com- 
mander, “was reported to have 
stated at a press conference some 
thne ago that a defensive weapon 
against atomic bombs was one of 
the things now ‘probable to the 
point, almost, of inevitability.’” - 

Difference Between Bombs. 

Bush said the difference between 
the atomic bomb and ordinary 
types of bombs is wrapped up in 
the magnitude 6f its explosive 
power. 

“If a city can defend itself 
against any kind of bombing, it 
can defend itself against the 
atomic bomb,” Bush testified at a 
Senate Military-Commerce _ sub- 
committee hearing on a bill to set 
up a national science foundation. 

“If a city can stop all aircraft 
or all rockets,” he continued, “then 
it can prevent the atomic bomb 
from falling on it. But I can see 
no basis of defense that is based 
on the fact that it is an atomic 
bomb that is being dropped.” 

Bush said antiaircraft defenses 
should not be overlooked in future 
developments. There were things 
under way in Germany he said, 
that might have stopped American 
mass bombing of Nazi cities if the 
Germans had had long enough to 
develop them. 

If the Germans had been able 
to duplicate the proximity fuse 
developed by this country, Bush 
said, they might have stopped the 
bombings. 

Political Defense.

CHINA SOON, CHIANG SAYS 


Expects Russians to Withdraw From Man- 


churia — Reds Announce Plebicite 
in Outer Mongolia. 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
said today at his first postwar 
presg conference that United 


States Marines would be with- 
drawn from north China “very 
soon.” He said they would start 
leaving as soon as they were re- 
lieved by Chinese Central Govern- 
ment forces, 

Troops of the First and Sixth 
Marine divisions were sent into 
north China recently to help Chi- 
nese authorities disarm surren- 
dered forces. 

The Generalissimo said he felt 
certain that Soviet forces in Mafi- 
churia would be withdrawn ac- 
cording to provisions of the Chi- 
nese-Soviet pact. He is now await- 
ing a report from his representa- 
tive, Gen. Hsiung Shih-huil, who 
arrived in Manchuria about two 
days ago. 

To Return to Nanking. 

Chiang said his government is 


not considering a shift to Peiping.

Chiang described the recent 
talks in Chungking between the 
nationalist government and the 
Communists as a “step forward 
toward amity” and declared “rela- 
tions can be closer and unity be 
achieved.”

He said he saw “not much dif- 
ficulty” in the way of solving the 
question of administering the so- 
called liberated areas. As for the 
Communists’ demands for recog- 
nition of their provincial govern- 
ments in Hopei, Chahar, Jehol 
and Shantung provinces, “I feel 
certain this can be solved through 
consultation.” 

Chiang volunteered a tribute to 
Ambassador Patrick Hurley, 
whose exertions he said were re- 
sponsible for bringing negotia- 
tions between the Government and 
the Communists to their present 
stage. 

“T am very happy Ambassador 
Hurley is coming back,” the Gen- 
eralissimo said. 

Chiang said he hoped to visit 
the United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia and France “as soon as time 
permits.”

tary schools. 


‘Distressed’ Over Bavaria. 


» Other evidences of Catholic dis- 
approval of American occupation 
measures: 

1. According to official records, 
Cardinal Faulhaber of Bavaria 
was deeply distressed over the re- 
cent shakeup in the provincial gov- 
ernment. Despite the fact that 
Minister-President Friedrich 
Schaeffer had surrounded himself 
with a number of locally promi- 
nent Nazis, the Cardinal was quot- 
ed as saying that his replacement 
by a Social Democrat destroyed in 
one fell swoop all the “good work” 
of restoring normalcy to Bavaria. 

2. The Cardinal recently wrote 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower requesting that five 
war criminals, reportedly includ- 
ing Baron Constantin von Neu- 
rath and four gegerals, be released 
because they are good churchmen 
and not thoroughgoing Nazis. 

3. The August conference of Ro- 
man Catholic bishops at Fulda 
composed a letter to Gen. Eisen- 
hower incorporating several ‘sug- 
gestions” for improvement of the 
military government, including re- 
laxation of de-Nazification in or- 
der to speed the reconstruction of 
Germany. Military government of- 
ficials refused to transmit the let- 
ter and returned it to the bishops. 


Protest Over Schools. 


In general, Catholics and Prot- 
estants have gone along with the 
American policy, which has given 
priority to the establishment of 
non-denominational schools but 
also is providing religious instruc- 
tion and a revival of denomina- 
tional schools as space and teach- 
ing staffs become available. How- 
ever, the Bishop of Fulda refused 
to attend the Sept. 24 opening of 
the elementary schools and im- 
plied that he might be prepared 
to inveigh against the move. He 
wrote that he considered it “high- 
ly undemocratic” that neither the 
Church nor its followers were a 
sulted or informed about the open-

establishment of such schools as 
in “open violation of the rights 
granted the Church by concordat 
and the law.” , 


He accused the military govern- 
ment of “dictatorial procedure” 
land warned that the move threat- 
ened the “development of a new 
educational conflict of new and 
even greater bitterness for the 
Catholic people, who had hoped at 
last to have found a state of law 
and freedom of conscience after 
the destruction of the Nazi gov- 
ernment.” 

Then, in the following signifi- 
cant paragraph, he indicated that 
he would be obliged to oppose the 
measure: 

“To make clear to the Catholic 
people the character of the new 
schools and to protect their right 
and their freedom, I should re- 
gret to see myself forced by con- 
science to discuss this change in 
the churches.” 


Bishops’ Recommendations. 


The Fulda bishops’ conference 
made the following recommenda- 
tions: 

1. Importation and distribution 
of food to the Germans by the 
military government. 

2. Cessation of forced migration 
of Eastern Germans (presumably 
from Silesia, Pomerania, the Su- 
detenland, and East Prussia» 

3. Arming the German police to 
protect the populace against pil- 
lagers. 

4. Adoption of strong measures 
against rape. 

5. Rapid discharge of war pris- 


tion work (this includes priests, 
theological students) b 
lishing civilian communication 
with those prisoners of war re- 
tained. 

6. Return of church properties, 
which the Nazis expropriated, and 
facilitation of the bishops’ com- 
munication with the Vatican. 

7. In shifts of populations, it 
shouki be planned so that Cath- 
olic people can settle in Catholic 
districts.

Japs to break into his escape 
route to Corregidor.

HE Japs struck us on Bataan 
T snorty after Gen. MacArthur 

returned to Corregidor after 
his Jan. 10, 1942, inspection tour. 
They came as silently as snakes, 
hugging the opposite sides of 
Mount Silanganan and infiltrating 
between my right flank and the 
mountain, and Maj. Gen. Parker's 
left flank and the mountain. 

By Jan. 15 Parker’s left flank 
was in bad shape. I had to send 
my Forty-fifth Infantry around 
the mountain to help him. But 
the Japs had got so many men 
through the narrow slot on Par- 
ker’s left flank that they were at- 
tacking him sharply from the west 
and threatening to separate the 
I and II corps even more than the 
mountain did. My Thirty-first Di- 
vision was therefore taken from 
my command and assigned to Par- 
ker’s II Corps. 

On Jan. 16 my I Corps was hit. 
Fresh Jap troops had landed at 
Port Binanga, on the northwest- 
ern coast of ‘Bataan, and now, 
after a march southward through 
the jungle, they hit my First Phil- 
ippine Division. I went up to 
Maubon ~Ridge that morning, 
called on one troop of the Twenty- 
sixth Cavalry to help a battalion 
of the First Philippine Division, 
and we managed to drive the Japs 
back across the Moron River. 

But the main infantry bat- 
talion’s commander suffered a. 
severe head wound during the | 
fighting. The next senior officer, 
Capt. John Wheeler, took com- 
mand and though he had been 
painfully wounded in the leg he) 
stuck with his men until they had | 
scored this delaying victory. 

The situation over on Parker's 
left flank was deteriorating so 
badly, however, that my own right 
flank was becoming imperiled. 
This put me. in the position of 
having to meet possible. attacks, 
not only from the north and from 
the China Sea to my left, but also 
from the right, or east. I now 
had a three-sided front, and not 
enough men to fight even a one- 
sided front. 

It meant spreading thinly, and 
as a result the Japs on January 
21 infiltrated around the right of 
my First Philippine Division and 
won possession of the Moron- 
Bagac road, the only road running 
down that northwestern sector of 
Bataan. 

I went north and directed the 
counter-attack on the Jap forces 
holding the road, throwing all 
available reserves against them. 
But they held doggedly. So the 


get back to the south, and to at 
least temporary safety, by coming 
down the narrow, sandy, rocky 
beaches which lay between the 
China sea and the Jap-held high- 
Way. 

This meant ‘that the trapped 
force had to destroy all its heavier 
guns and all its transportation 
equipment, for there was no way 
to get this materiel down the 
beaches.

In the midst of the fight for 
the Moron-Bagac road I was or- 
dered by MacArthur to withdraw 
all forces to the “reserve battle 
position”—a line running close to 
and approximately parallel with 
the Pilar-Bagac road, which 
crosses Bataan like a waist-belt.

Better Congressmen First 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The basic problem in our Government, 
as in any type of government, is the 
selection of the best individuals for gov’ 
ernors. Conscientious, intelligent and 
public-minded citizens, representing the 
best possible talent in the country, 
would lose little time in eliminating ex- 
isting “bugs” in congressional organiza- 
tion. 

It would certainly be to Congress’s 
good to condense its committee system 
to a number of joint committees corre- 
sponding roughly to the 10 or so major 
administrative departments; to provide 
for more effective control over, and lial- 
son with, the executive branch through 
“question hours”; to supply the indi- 
vidual Congressman with more clerical 
aid and Congress as a whole with an 
éfficient technical staff; to create a re- 
sponsible legislative leadership that can 
speak and act for Congress with author- 
ity in presenting its case to the public. 

However, the fact must be faced that 
the strongest house one group of men 
is capable of building can be destroyed 
with much less time and effort by an- 
other group, thus the first reform 
should be made in the caliber of the 
men going to Congress. Today the more 
capable individuals in America laugh at 
any offer to send them to Capitol Hill. 

Other incentives, such as national 
prestige and respectful recognition by 
the people, lie buried under a cloud of 
contempt and suspicion of Congress- 
men’s motives and ability. 

The first step toward a reformed Con- 
gress is to raise Congressmen’s salaries 


to a height sufficient to interest the .- 


cream of our people—to at least $25,000 
per year. To argue Congressmen are 
not worth even their present $10,000 is 
to point out that the capable men are 
making more money privately. 

The other equally vital move is to re- 
build respect and veneration by the pub- 
lic for its Congress similar to that the 
public accords the Supreme Court. If 
the twin magnets of a generous income 
and public recognition are beckoning, it 
should not be long before Congressmen 
are again among the “great” men of the 
country. Men like these would soon see 
that the congressional machinery ig 
overhauled, A. LEBOWITZ.

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First Anti-Slum Test 


This week a State Senate committee will begin 
considering whether St. Louis, Kansas City and 
other Missouri municipalities may wage effective 
war on their inward decay or must be reconciled 
to sink further. That statement is sweeping. 
It is not overdrawn. The cancer of slums and 
blight that eats outward from the hearts of the 
cities cannot be treated with blunt instruments. 

It cannot. be treated, either, by just moving 
in, tearing down and rebuilding. Otherwise 
that operation would have been performed long 
ago. Urban land values stand in the way. It 
is cheaper to build beyond the city limits—so 
much so that there has been almost ‘no new 
building for many years in our older neighbor- 


‘hoods. 


Before there can be large-scale rebuilding, 
therefore, the handicap of land cost must be over- 
ceme by intervention of the community itself. 
The question before the Legislature is whether 
the community shall have the power to intervene 
by giving moderate concessions in local prop- 
erty taxes. 

Under the bill to provide limited-profit pri- 
vate housing for people who can pay $30, $40, 
$50 a month rent, the concession for the first 
10 years after reconstruction would amount only 
to the taxes now actually paid on the tumble- 
down structures the new buildings will replace. 

In immediate return, the city gets a reduction 
in operating expense and a brake on the dis- 
astrous flight of middle-income people to the 
suburbs. After 10 years, the city gets taxes on 
one-half the value of the redeveloped property— 
which means an absolute gain that early. And 
after 25 years, the city gets full taxes on. prop- 
erty enhanced many times in value from its 
present status. 

There seems, in fact, to be little or no oppo- 
sition to this measure. If there is a fight, it will 
be on the bill to provide tax concessions on & 
somewhat greater scale so that the slums can 
be torn down and the $12, $15, $20 families can 
be housed in elementary decency. 

Comptroller Louis Nolte and the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange's officers call that idea 
Communism. That raises interesting questions. 
Is Mayor Kaufmann a Communist? Is Banker 
James L. Ford, the man who led the war on 
smoke, an incendiary minion of Moscow? Is the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce a Communist 
cell? They, and many others of similar standing, 
favor the public-housing bill. 

Clearing the slums and erecting low-rent sub- 
sidized housing, whatever label one may attach 
to it, is good community business. It means, 
for one thing, a large saving in municipal op- 
erating expense, because the slums breed crime, 
disease, delinquency, fires and all kinds of 
difficulty far out of proportion to their actual 
extent. Furthermore, the slums must be on 
the way to eradication before private enterprise 
will dare build near the center of the city, for 
while they remain, neighboring property will 
inevitably run. down. 

If St. Louis had to carry the whole job of 
filling the gap between what its poor can pay 
and what it costs to house them, there might be 
some basis for going slow. But St. Louis gov- 
ernment will actually have to bear only a small 
part of the cost. For each $1 in tax relief it 
gives, the Federal Government will contribute 
up to $5. 

If the city contributes nothing, the Govern- 
ment will give nothing, and no new public 
housing will be erected. As Mr. Ford has 
pointed out, however, St. Louisans will go on 
paying Federal taxes to maintain public housing 
in the cities of other states. . 

In addition to whatever sub rosa effort they are 
conducting, the enemies of public housing will 
no doubt appear to deliver a testimony of smear- 
ing labels and resonant abstractions. Over- 
whelming popular sentiment in St. Louis knows, 
however, that this occasion demands both public 
and private housing, and that both bills are 
indispensab!e ordnance for the same war on a 
dread urban disease. 

For the immediate good of the cities, there- 
fore, and for the gain of the whole State, the 
Legislature should approve.the entire housing- 
legislation program. 
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“Peace By-Passes Southeast Asia,” says a 
headline. It hasn’t exactly hit us between the 
eyes in the U. S. A., either. 
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Speedy French Justice 

Onlookers in other countries may not think 
much of the procedure and indecorum of the 
French war-criminal trials, but this can be said 
in their behalf: the French bring their criminals 
to justice, and they do it speedily. Note: 

Pierre Laval, the arch-traitor, became a pris- 
oner of France on Aug. 1, after Spain had ex- 
pelled him. His trial began Oct. 4. The verdict 
of guilty was returned last Tuesday, Oct. 9. And 
this morning, Oct. 15, he was executed by a fir- 
ing squad. 


But, in contrast, note the record on some of 
the major German war criminals: Franz von 


Papen was captured April 10. Hermann Goer- 
ing was captured May 8. Gen. Keitel was cap- 
tured about May 20. Julius Streicher, Adm. 
Doenitz and Gen. Jodl were taken May 23. Von 
Ribbentrop was captured June 14. 

Not.one of them has been brought to trial. 
All are on the list of the 24 leaders who are 
scheduled to be the first tried before the oft- 
delayed international proceeding at Nuernberg. 
And today comes word.of another postponement 
of the tribunal’s first session, this time by Rus- 
sian request. 

French justice has its faults, but infuriating 
and frustrating delay is not one of them, 
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The idea is that we must guarantee Germany 
a return to its 1932 standard of living so that 
Germany can guarantee us a return*to our 1943 
standard of living. 
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A New Aquarium Campaign 

St. Louis should have an aquarium. There is 
little if any dissent from this idea, and the vot- 
ers approved it as far back as 1923, by indors- 
ing a $400,000 bond issue item for the purpose. 
Despite years of talk, no aquarium has been 
built. The chief reason for the delay is sound: 
$400,000 isn’t enough for a first-rate one, and 
the additional $600,000 or so required hasn’t been 
in sight. Now the Zoological Society is reviving 
the campaign, with the hope that Federal funds 


or private donations will result, and its came- 
paign deserves every encouragement. 

As a supplement to the Zoo, one of the coun- 
try’s best, an aquarium would be a real civic 
asset. Possibly a riverfront location, as the 
Zoological Society suggests, would be in order, 


as it would be convenient for visitors, and Forest 


Park’s natural assets should be preserved as far 
as possible. However, we hope that the aquari- 
um will not be confined, even at first, to fresh- 


water fish, as the society suggests. Ocean species ° 


would be of tremendous interest in this inland 
area, and the problems of displaying them should 
not be insuperable, 

In any event, as people have been saying from 
time to time for 30-odd years, St. Louis ought 
to have an aquarium. -We wish success for the 
new movement to build one. 
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A Congressional Vacation? 


While orderly reconversion flounders for want 
of needed legislation, while hopes of collective 
security deteriorate and atomic issues cry out 
for understanding, Congress is preparing to take 
a vacation. 

Present plans appear to be for a dim-out on 
Capitol Hill from Thanksgiving until the first 
of the year. Many reasons for adjournment are 
given. Every Representative and 32 Senators 
come up for re-election next year and there are, 
so the plea runs, fences to be mended and pulses 
to be felt back home. 

Meantime, what happens to the minimum wage 


’ pill, legislation for industrial peace, unemploy- 


ment compensation, extended social security, the 
gull employment bill, the Wagner-Ellender hous- 
ing bill, MVA and other reconversion projects? 
What, happens to funds promised UNRRA, cur- 
rently the one great hope for collective security, 
blocked because it has no money in the bank? 

What happens to other requests from the Pres- 
ident for legislation to smooth the economic road 
just ahead? 

And most important, in terms of the very 
essence of representative government, what hap- 
pens to the report of the Joint Committee on 
Reorganization of Congress, which will be re- 
leased before adjournment and acted upon no- 
body knows when? 

What can the people do about a Congress that 
won't stay on the job in a national emergency? 
The demand must be for a vital sense of responsi- 
bility on the part of every Senator and every 
Representative about the task pf making Con- 
gress itself efficient, modern, democratic, able 
to carry its tremendous load. The answer is 
renovation—not vacation. 
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The customary cry in national emergencies is, 
“Call out the Army and Navy!” What the Argen- 
tines need, however, is tu have them called, not 
out, but off, 


Learning to Be Allies 

The partial success which Britain, France, 
Russia and the United States have achieved in 
administering the government of Berlin may not 
appear too impressive, but the Allies are work- 
ing here in a field in which small gains have 
large meanings. Russell Hill’s dispatch from the 
German capital provides a basis for a beginning 
estimate of the accomplishments to date, 

The Kommandantur, a unique experiment in 
joint occupation of a defeated country, is an ex- 
ercise in alliance, a learning of how to work to- 
gether, When it is remembered that the col- 
laboration involves three languages, to say noth- 
ing of four completely individualistic points of 
view, the wonder is that anything can be done 
at all. 

But much has been done, and, better still, 
“the representatives of the Allies have learned 
much about each other and about how to get 
along with each other.” This practical educa- 
tion in co-operative action may be learned only 
a little at a time, but what is learned is solid 
sense and useful from then on, not only for 
joint action but also for learning more. 

In the midst of discouragements, when it some- 
times seems, as at the London Conference of 
Foreign Ministers, that the Allies will never 
learn to work together, the world can take 
courage from the fact that in some of their 
relations, however limited, they are already learn- 


ing.

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Negroes and Georgia Primaries 

The ruling that admits Negroes to Georgia 
Democratic primaries is. encouraging—the more 
so in that the Federal Judge who made it is a 
Georgia Democrat. It rests on the historical 
fact that in Georgia, as in several other Southern 
states,.the Democratic primary is the last chance 
to vote an effective preference. Against that 
fact the threadbare fiction that a political party 
is a private club is exposed as a device of dis- 
franchisement, 

Saying Negroes may now vote, of course, is 
different from their voting. When the United 
States Supreme Court recently held that pri- 


‘maries must be open without racial discrimina- 


tion, the politicians of several states immediately 
cast abcut for pretexts to circumvent it, and they 
may succeed. Now, however, a District Judge 
is in a convenient position to lay a contempt 
citation on any party official who attempts cir- 
cumvention. We may hope, therefore, that Geor- 
gia, which has recently rid itself of the poll tax, 
is entering an era of true electoral democracy. 

If that is the outcome, Negroes in one more 
state may at last get the political fair deal they 
have been denied so long. At long last, they 
may be able to deal with the politicians by giv- 
ing or withholding their favor. Some white peo- 
ple fear they will wield a balance of power. In- 
deed, it would be entirely understandable if they 
did vote in a bloc. 

There is, however, one good and lawful way 
to prevent their doing so. It requires only that 
Negroes be given such treatment that they will 
feel themselves Georgians and Americans first 
and Negroes only incidentally. _

From a Statement of Secretary James F. Byrnes to the 
Senate Committee on Banking and Currency 


Peace and prosperity are the twin goals 
of America's postwar effort. Our interna- 
tional policies and our domestic policies are 
inseparable. Our foreign relations inevita- 
bly affect employment in the United States. 
Prosperity and depression in the United 
States just as inevitably affect our rela- 
tions with the other nations of the world. 
The success of our international policies 
will thus depend, in large measure, upon 
the character of the policies which we pur- 
sue at home. 


In the field of international relations, we 
have joined in a co-operative endeavor to 
construct an expanding world economy 
based on the liberal principles of private 
enterprise, non-discrimination and reduced 
barriers to trade. The importance which 
we attach to this task derives from the 
firm conviction that a durable peace can- 
not be built on an economic foundation 
of exclusive blocs, discriminatory policies, 
prohibitive barriers, autarchy and eco- 
nomjc warfare, 


Volume of Foreign Trade 


A liberal trading system is the means 
by which the world’s productive resources 
can yield the maximum of material well- 
being to all peoples. But such a system, 
involving as it does a high degree of inter- 
dependence among nations, imposes special 
responsibilities upon those who occupy a 
dominant position in world trade. Such 
is the position of the United States. 


The prodigious accomplishment of our 
farms and our factories during the war 
has made it abundantly clear that this 
country has emerged as the greatest single 
factor in the economy of the world. With 
but a small fraction of the world’s popula- 
tion, we possess half of its industrial ca- 
pacity. With only a small share of our 
output entering into international trade, 
we were, even before the war, the greatest 
exporting nation and the second largest 
importer, 


The victory we have won is in large 
measure attributable to the magnificent 
performance of the American economy at 
war. In the years ahead, the performance 
of the American economy will determine, 
in equaily large measure, whether we shall 
win the peace. 


Consequence of a Depression 


If our economic life is to be marked by 
industrial instability and mass unemploy- 
ment, we shall almost certainly involve 
others in our distress. Depressions move 
easily across our boundaries, If our fac- 
tories should fall idle, countries that had 
been producing for our market would 
suffer a sudden contraction of demand. If 
we should suddenly cease our foreign lend- 
ing, countries that had been buying from 
us would suffer a sudden shortage of ex- 
change. Their trade would fall off and 
their employment would decline. 


The fear that is felt today, in many for- 
eign capitals, is not that America will 
misuse its vast economic powers, but that 
we may fail to use them to the full. If 
this fear is realized, the prestige and the 
influence that we have earned in every 
part of the world will be thrown into 
jeopardy and the success of our proposals 
for world reconstruction will be imperiled. 


Nations will not long adhere to liberal 


trading principles if they feel their own 
stability is threatened by the persistence 
of depressions which may originate outside 
their borders, On the contrary, they will 
raise new barriers to trade in an effort 
to insulate themselves against a troubled 
world. There will be a renewal of compe- 
tition in restriction; trade, instead of ex- 
panding, will contract. In such an atmos- 
phere, the will for international co-opera- 
tion on other fronts may be lost. This is 
the danger that must be averted if our 
hopes for peace and plenty are not to fail. 


United States Responsibility 


The United Nations have pledged them- 
selves, in the Charter of the United Nations 
Organization, to take “joint and separate 
action, in co-operation with the organiza- 
tion, to achieve the economic and social 
purposes of the United Nations, including 
high standards of living, full employment 
and conditions of economic and social prog- 
ress and development.” The Senate of the 
United States has ratified this Charter. 
It has subscribed to this pledge. 


A domestic program for the maintenance 
of employment ts an essential part of the 
pattern of international collaboration in 
the pursuit of peace and prosperity. The 
bill your committee is considering would 
direct the attention of the President and 
the Congress toward the maintenance of 
a stable and prosperous economy in the 
United States. I am in hearty accord 
with its general principles, It would 
provide a mechanism through which the 
nation’s plans for the maintenance of 
employment would be developed, Its 
enactment w@uld demonstrate to the oth- 
er nations of the world, in a dramatic 
way, that this country is determined to 
prevent depressions and to eliminate masg 
unemployment. It would thus contribute 
to the establishment of a liberal trading 
system and the attainment of an expgnd- 
ing world economy. 


Example to the World 


The United States is today a bastidn of 
democracy and private enterprise, In many 
countries throughout the world, our politi- 
cal and economic creed is in conflict with 
ideologies’ which reject both of these prin- 
ciples. To the extent that we are able to 
manage our domestic affairs successfully, 
we shall win converts to our creed in every 


land. 


If we are successful in realizing the enor- 
mous productive potential of-our economic 
system, we shall have a standard of living 
which. will be the marvel of the world. A 
strong, stable and prosperous America 
will give courage and hope to all friends 
of democracy abroad, The example we set 
will certainly affect, and may even deter- 
mine, the direction of the world’s political 
and economic development.

Vivid Facts on World Affairs 


In Memoirs of Paul Mowrer 


“The House of Europe,” by Paul Scott Mowrer, 

(Houghton Mifflin Co,, Boston.) 

When Paul Mowrer was a boy at Bloom- 
ington, Ill, in the '90s, his favorite game 
was war with wooden swords, but a han- 
dicap was the fact that his younger 
brother Edgar, long curls and all, always . 
wanted to tag along. Paul grew up to see 
plenty of real war, and so did Edgar. This 
book is the elder brother’s autobiography, 
but his newspaper career has been so inter- 
woven with world affairs that it is also a 
vivid history of the period it covers. 

The family moved to Chicago when Paul. 
was 11, and his ambition to work for the’ 
Daily News was formed not long after. It (¢ 
was realized, and in due time, after a city- 
room apprenticeship and a few years at 
the University of Michigan, he became its 
Paris correspondent, at the age of 22, His 
next 25 years were filled with wars and 
international conferences—both futile in 
really settling anything, to Mowrer’s way 
of thinking.

He had a close-up of the First Balkan 
War, covered the subsequent World War 
from start to finish, then saw the Riffs 
routing the Spaniards in North Africa, and 
later being routed by the French, He at- 
tended the wrangling, confused postwar 
conferences that sought to keep the peace 
and failed. Between these assignments, he 
met statesmen, studied Europe, read widely, 
wrote dispatches, books and poetry. He 
helped organize the admirable European 
service of the Daily News and became its 
head. He won the first Pulitzer Prize for 
foreign correspondence, in 1929, 

The memoirs are disappointing in that 
they end with January, 1934,,. when Mowrer 
returned home to become editor of the 
Daily News. Nevertheless, some of the con- 
clusions he reached in his long European 
experience remain timely. For.instance: 

He is convinced that the peace failed be- 
cause Britain and America turned against 
France and became maudlin with sym- 
pathy for Germany. This. country had no 
continuing foreign policy, and Americans 
were too easily bored by world affairs, He 
saw Europe as “Balkanized” by the peace 
treaties—broken into small units which be- 
came pawns of big-power intrigue. America 
gave up its chance for world leadership 
tnd jeopardized its position in the Pacific 
by the sweeping naval reductions of 1922.

These reflections on statecraft are only 
a part of the book, however, Mowrer is’ 
writing of his experiences, often with nos- 
talgic charm, always skillfully and with an 
abundance of choice anecdotes. Only an 
unusually retentive memory could sketch 
with such detail the episodes, landscapes 
and conversations he recalls from the past. 

From boyhood a lover of the outdoors, 
Mowrer gives fascinating pictures of his 
vacation tours to the Alps, the Mediterra- 
nean, provincial France and elsewhere in 
Europe. But he never forgot the lakes 
and woods of Michigan and Wisconsin, and 
the. end of the book finds him aboard ship, 
looking forward with eager homesickness 
to seeing them again. The return was 
not permanent, for Mowrer late last year 
returned to France, as the New York 
Post’s Paris representative.

CARRILLO AS ‘BAD 
MAN’ AT AMERICAN 


HE problem which the Keynes mission has been discussing in 
_ Washington is not quite so hard to understand as, say, the new 


nuclear physica. 


But I can say for myself that I have been following the subject 
attentively for at least two years, have heard it explained repeatedly 
and at length not only by British and American experts, but by ex- 
perts from other countries, and yet I do not understand it well 


enough to write about it clearly in detail. 


I feel like a man who knows 
that the world is round but would 
be stumped if he had to explain 
why it is not so flat as it looks. 

Nevertheless, one thing can now 
be reported about it which I am 
sure igs true. It is that the real 
issue in the current negotiations 
is not what would be the right 
and wise thing to do. There are 
no serious differences of opinion 
about this among the men who 
are fully qualified to have an 
opinion. 

What they are trying to decide, 
and they are all of them seriously 
troubled about it, is how far Con- 
gre#s and Parliament, the Ameri- 
can public and the British, will 
permit them to solve the problem. 

The negotiations have called 
forth a great many estimates 
about the dollar-sterling exchange 
position, the balance of payments, 
the volume of world trade, and 
the like. The estimates vary some- 
what but not seriously. If it were 
‘only a question of reconciling 
them, there is, I believe, no doubt 
at all that there would soon be an 
agreement on & comprehensive 
settlement. 


The Sticking Point. 


But there are involved in this 
affair another set of estimates of 
a wholly different kind. They are 
estimates by President Truman 
and Secretary Byrnes of what they 
think Congress will approve; what 
the congressional leaders say they 
will approve is based in turn on 
their estimates of what they think 
the voters will think. The British 
are in the same fix in relation to 
the Cabinet and the House of Com- 
mons, and the House of Commons 
and the electorate. 

So the sticking point in the ne- 
gotiation is not on the problem 
as such and the right solution of 
it. It is whether the right solu- 
tion can be explained by the ex- 
perts to a lay public which on the 
whole does not understand the 
subject, and contains some active- 
ly prejudiced persons who do not 
\ want to have the problem solved. 
For these reasons the two gov- 
» ernments will be strongly tempted 
to look for some partial solution 
which they suppose will be easier 
to “sell” than the right solution. 
That was what was done after the 
other war, and until those post- 
war financial arrangements ended 
in the catastrophe of 1929, they 
yielded a comfortable political 
profit to many public men on both 
sides of the Atlantic.

High Stakes. 


The President has nothing to 
gain and much to lose by listening 
to those who would advise him to 
choose a shoddy solution of this 
great problem. There is too much 
at stake. The world where foreign 
trade is still free, in the sense that 
it is not as in the Soviet Union a 
government monopoly, is divided 
into separate systems—one where 


the dollar is currency and one 
where sterling is currency. 

The sterling area, which is about 
one third of the world, cannot 
trade freely with the dollar area. 
The reason for this is that in the 
international money market there 
is too much sterling which cannot 
be converted freely into dollars. 
This is largely a result of the war. 

Because of this sterling trouble, 
people within the 


area, If nothing effective is done 
to unblock trade between the two 
areas, trade will remain small, 
difficult and stagnant in both of 
them. 


No Time for Tinkering. 


The solution, it is obvious, must 
be a reduction of the stening bal- 
ances and an advance of dollars. 
The best estimates seem to be that 
the sterling debt needs to be cut 
about 50 per cent and that the 
dollars needed will be in the order 
of four to six billion. An interna- 
tional settlement of that magni- 
tude would, it is believed, permit 
a great revival of world trade. A 
partial and pretended settlement 
would produce interminable dis- 
putes and a meager trade, 

There is no reason to suppose 
that our people would not support 
a genuine settlement if it were put 
before them candidly, and then 
fully and carefully explained and 
debated, Let no one in authority 
try to fool our people because he 
is afraid of them. If he must be 
afraid of something, let him be 
afraid of those who want peace 
so badly that they will not put up 
with being fooled.

McKellar’s War on the TVA Idea

N a discussion taking 10 pages in the Congressional Record, 


takes me to task for what was 


said in this column recently about his colleague, Senator McKel- 


lar, and the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


Senator McKellar was described 
in that column as an enemy of 


TVA: Senator Stewart says that 
is not true. To refute the charge, 
he inserted in the record a list of 
the TVA appropriations which Mc- 
Kellar had actively sponsored in 
the course of his long career in 
Congress. 

It is an impressive record. It 
shows that Senator McKellar, 
throughout the long struggle for 
TVA, favored most of the appro- 
priation measures for development 
of the valley. Except when his 
particular prejudices are involved, 
Senator McKellar’s record has 
been exceedingly generous on all 
appropriation bills. 

This does not explain, however, 
McKellar’s long warfare with 
TVA's board of directors. That is 
at the base of his attitude toward 
the most significant experiment of 
our generation. 


A Regional Plan.., 


It would have been more accu- 
rate if I had said that McKellar is 
an enemy of the TVA idea. The 
important fact is not that millions 
have been appropriated for a pow- 
er and conservation project in the 
Tennessee Valley. Even larger 
sums have been spent in similar 
developments on other river val- 
leys. 

What is new, what is significant 
and hopeful, is the TVA idea. It 
is an effort to place authority in 
the region which is to be devel- 
oped. The idea is to correlate the 
authority with local needs and de- 
si-cs. 

hat effort has been more suc- 
cessful than anyone had dared to 
hope for. It is not Washington 
passing down a handout, with the 
leading strings all concentrated in 
a distant capital on the banks of 
the Potomac. It is the region 
working toward new standards of 
life, toward the fullest use of all 
natural resources, with a grant of 
authority from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. ‘ 

The bill that Senator McKellar 
now has before the Senate, and 
which several times before he has 
tried to get passed, would end that 
co-operative relationship. It would 
compel TVA to come back to Cé@n- 
gress each year for funds to oper- 
ate during the next year. 

Obviously, such a complicated 
@peration as TVA could not be 
run on that basis. Protests are 


coming from those in the, valley 


who feel this would be a gross 
violation of a fundamental . con- 
tract with the Government of the 
United States. 
written into the TVA Act. 

In his speech at the dedication 
of the Gilbertsville dam in Ken- 
tucky, President Truman spoke 
forcefully on this very point. He 
said: 


Truman’s Interpolation. 

“Here in this valley there has 
been firmly established the basic 
principle of development of re- 
sources on an autonomous regional 
basis ... Here in this valley, 
state and local agencies have 
joined with TVA in a two-way 
partnership. This was a natural 
result of the policy of regional de- 
centralization. That same _ policy 
ought to be followed in the other 
river valleys as regional agencies 
are created by the Congress and 
set to work.” 


What is more, the President in- | 
terpolated a sentence that was not. 


included in the prepared text of 
his address, and that was not car- 
ried in the press asSociation re- 
ports. He said the TVA pattern 
should be applied to the Missouri, 
the Arkansas and the Columbia 


river valleys, and particularly, he 


added, the Missouri. 


Pork-Barrel Stuff. 


While he did say that “the pro- 
cedure in each valley may have to 
be a little different,” he meant 
merely that you could not use 
TVA as a kind of cookie-cutter to 
be stamped down on every other 
valley in the country. The Mis- 
souri River Valley, for example, 
differs in. many important re- 
spects from the Tennessee Valley. 

All this comes as a Senate sub- 
committee rejects Senator Mur- 
ray’s bill for an MVA. These 
Senators ignore the meaning of 
the TVA. They would apparently 
go on with the old piecemeal de- 
velopment that has too often fol- 
lowed the pork-barrel train, which 
means simply voting money for 
one more dam.

“The Bad Man,” exhibiting Leo 
Carrillo in the title role, opened 
a one-week run at the Amercan 
Theater last night. 

A comic melodrama by Porter 
Emerson Browne, dealing with a 
sort of Mexican Robin Hood—who 
may or may not have been based 
on the character of Mexico's late 
Pancho Villa—‘The Bad Man” 
was probably never considered a 
good play, Its first act, last night, 
impressed as being almost unbear- 
ably uneventful and tedious, its 
second act was exciting only by 
comparison wth the first act, and 
the third act simply falls apart. 
On the whole, in spite of the 
fact that the play is one of the 
shortest ever to play the Amer- 
ican, it felt as if it had been one 
of the longest. A short play that 
seems long is a very bad sign, 
and testifies to the fact that when 
the better plays are collected, 
Browne's opus will not be among 
them. 

Yet, in the hands of Carrillo, as 
in the hands of his predecessor of 
years ago in the role, the late Hol- 
brook Blinn, the play became what 
a somewhat less than capacity 
audience was pleased to acclaim 
an amusing business, Carrillo, as 
‘moviegoers all know, is a master 
of a kind of English-as-she-is 
spoke that serves him in the same 
capacity that a jéep might serve a 
soldier bouncing over a ground 
impassable to less hardy vehicles. 
Samples of his English are (1) “I 
got your face but I couldn’t put 
/you”; (2) “I not seen you for a 
long distance”; and (3) “You hear 
‘what I say, you ain’t blind.” 

Carrillo’s first entrance is made 
at the very end of the first act, 
when, to the accompaniment of 
offstage gunfire, he enters to tell 
a bunch of American “characters” 
that “You are all my pree-soners.” 
‘Since the program notes said that 
‘Carrillo was the star of the play, 
‘and since there was absolutely 
nothing so far in the first act to 
interest anybody in the audience, 
Carrillo’s entrance came as a tre- 
mendous relief. May this reviewer 
indulge a suspicion and say that 
Carrillo’s entrance so late in the 
play almost seems designed to 
point up the fact that, without 
Carrillo, there’s no play. It would 
probably be more accurate to say 
| that the play’s not a play, by play 
standards, but a performer's “ve- 
hicle.”

The plot is laid in Texas just 
above the Mexican border. A 
young American is about to lose 
his ranch to the father of a cer- 
tain girl who loves the hero but 
the hero doesn’t love the girl. 
Enters a girl the hero used to love, 
but she’s married now, and her 
husband is the kind of a loan- 
shark villain the father of the 
other girl is. Carrillo solves 
everything with a bit of gunplay

Because the play’s so short, in 
‘spite of its length, Carrillo, after 
‘the final curtain, holds the stage 
with a half-hour monologue in 
which he trots out all his dialects, 
including his off-stage American 
dialect. The monologue includes 
the account of trip to New York 
with “Pedro,” a few patriotic re 
marks, and a good many refer- 
ences to Carrillo’s career in- pic- 
|tures. The audience bought ev-

BERNARD FISHER 


TWO NAMED IN FATAL 
STABBING OF SAILOR 


Coroner’s Jury Accuses Joseph 
Celeste, J. V. DeMercurio in 
Bernard Fisher’s Death. 


A Coroner's verdict of homicide 
was returned today in the death 
of Bernard Fisher, 22 years old, a 
sailor, who died early yesterday 
in the Navy Hospital at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field of stab wounds 
suffered Saturday in a street fight 
with two men at Seventh street 
and Clark avenue. 

The Coroner's jury found that 
Fisher’s wounds were suffered in 
a fight with Joseph Celeste, a for- 
mer convict, and James V. De- 
Mercurio, a part-time taxicab driv- 
er... Fisher’s brother, Neil, who 
witnessed the altercation, identi- 
fied pictures of Celeste and De- 
Mercurio as the men who fought 
with his brother. 

Police said both men have been 
missing from their homes since 
last Thursday. 

Neil Fisher testified that his 
brother and DeMercurio became 
involved in an argument about 
DeMercurio’s war service record 
and tbat his brother struck De- 
Mercurio in the face. Celeste, he 
said, who had been watching the 
fight, went into the Club Royal 
at 217 South Seventh street and 
returned a moment later with a 
butcher knifa. 

He said Celeste hit Bernard ,in 
the head with the knife, and a 
three-way brawl involving Bernard, 
Celeste and DeMercurio ensued. 
The men fled, leaving his brother 
on the sidewalk, he said. He 
added that he did not see either 
of the men stab his brother as 
the fight had moved across the 
street and he did not follow. 

Neil identified a blood-stained 
knife found in an alley behind the 
Club Royal as the one carried by 
Celeste. Charles Wade, owner of 
the Club Royal, testified he saw 
Celeste enter and leave the tavern 
in an altercation between two men 
on the sidewalk outside. He said 
the knife was one kept in the 
tavern kitchen. 

Bernard Fisher, a motor machin- 
ist’s mate, lived at 3219 Oalifornia 
avenue. He was home on leave 
from a Navy base in Florida. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office 
Said warrants charging Celeste 
and DeMercurio with murder will 
be issued later today.

hacked down to 212 men. . Every 
other officer and man was ac- 
counted for as having been buried 
or evacuated wounded. There 
were no stragglers. 

“Its gallant Major Strickler, a 
heroic leader in the close-quarter 
fighting, was found on the front 
line of the battalion,. dead, a 
bullet through his helmet. 

The men had fought under ter- 
rible handicaps in jungle and bam- 


boo wilderness so dense that only 
high-angle fire weapons were ef- 
fective. To win that battle we 
had to exhaust some of the last 
infantry mortar ammunition of 
my I Corps. The bamboo actually 
deflected our .30 caliber fire. 

At the climax of the. battle of 
Quinauan Point, when the enemy 
was driven back to the sea, many 
Jap troops took cover in a cave 
along the water line. The cave 
had been eaten out of the cliff by 
the wash of waves. Now you 
must remember that these were 
the early days of our war with 
Japan, and the men in that cave 
were some of the first Japs—if not 
THE first—thus pocketed. 

They refused to surrender. 
When this was reported to me it 
was hard to believe. I ordered 
another proffer of honorable sur- 
render, but the trapped Japs fired 
on troops who brought the offer. 

The old rules of war began to 
undergo a swift change in me. 
What had at first seemed a bar- 
barous thought in the back of my 
mind now became less uns.vvory. 
I thought of Gen. U. S. Grant’s 
land mine at Petersburg, and 
made up my mind. 

I arranged for a small gunboat 
which had remained in our waters 
to move in from the sea and shell 
the cave, while engineers crawled 
toward it from the landward side, 
lowered electrically fused mines, 
and blew the place to pieces. 
There were no survivors. It had at 
last dawned on me, as it was to 
dawn on sO many commanders 
who followed me in the Pacific 
War, that the Jap usually prefers 
death to surrender. 

Our men, in that critic battle 
which saw our whole position on 
Bataan in jeopardy, preferred 
death to defeat. In this fight my 
aide, Johnny Pugh, found a dead 
Philippine Scout sergeant with his 
right hand cut off at the wrist. 
His pistol lay close to the left 
hand, In front of the sergeant was 
a dead Jap lieutenant. Beside him 
was his bloody sword. The Scout 
witL the severed right hand had 
killed the Jap with his left.

ASE H-208: Laura B., aged 31, is the mother of two young- 
ee “Can't something be done about these office parties 

that are destroying happy homes?” she abruptly exclaimed. 
“Our husbands are expected to attend these Company parties 
without their wives. They are then thrown with single girls 
or other married women who happen to be employed in the 
same department. 

“Four of the wives in my club have had their homes broken 
up recently as a result of just one such company brawl. 
Their husbands indulged in drunken affairs with the girls 
whom they escorted home from the party. And now my hus- 
band makes the fifth, although I finally consented to stay with 
him for the sake of the children. However, something 
precious has gone from our home which can never be restored.” 
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“DR. CRANE, what's wrong with the personnel managers 
nowadays? They seem to be promoting delinquency in adults 
by their active sponsorship of such affairs to which wives are 
not invited.

Tomorrow

T takes practice to develop all 

kinds of skills, and the neces- 

sity for our using so much 
ground meat in the war years has 
helped thousands of cooks to con- 
jure up some really delectable 
meat dishes using hamburger. In 
fact they are so good that the 
family will never let you forget 
them and they’ll call for them 
time and time again. Youngsters 
love such dishes especially be- 
cause they are so easy to eat 
and the meat flavor is so good. 


Browning meat with the right, 


proportion of onion and -adding 
tomatoes and paprika always 
steps up the flavor. The addition 
of a bouillon cube or some of the 
meat extract pastes or powders 
does wonders to ground meat that 
is poor in flavor.

teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika, 


Drup noodles into rapidly boil- 
ing salted water and boil rapidly 
for 10 minutes. In meantime heat 
shortening and saute onion and 
meat in it until they are browned. 
Add rest of ingredients and thor- 
Qughly mix and heat. When 
noodles are tender, drain, rinse 
and add to meat. Put entire mix- 
ture in a covered casserole and 
bake at 350 degrees F for 30 
minutes, Serves four.

Faulty Posture 


~ Common-Sense Medicine 
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HE common-sense expression 
- of faulty posture is aptly put 

when you say one with faulty 
posture looks as if he carries the 
weight of the world on his shoul- 
ders. The head protrudes, the 
shoulders are rounded and 
drooped, chest is flat, back 
humped, and the part of the spine 
supporting the chest cage has an 
increased posterior convexity. The 
abdomen protrudes, especially in 
the lower half, the knees are 
slightly flexed and the feet are 
pronated. Varying degrees of 
these postural aberrations are 
seen. 

Contrast this posture to the 
erect “heads-up” type and it looks 
like a “before and after” adver- 
tisement of the dangers of being 
on the receiving end of a steam 
engine. The transition of posture 
from good to bad may come at 
any time and is influenced in 
some casés by occupation while 
in others it may be caused by a 
natural tendency to become care- 
less about the posture. 


Faulty posture uninfluenced by 
some pathologic change is habit 
in many instances and can and 
should be corrected. Military life 
proves this assertion without any 
arvument, The transformation in 
military environment from bad to 
good posture is most conclusive 
and convincing. 

Besides the personal appearance 
and depreciation in physique the 
‘clinical symptoms caused by de- 


fective posture is not surprising. 
The abnormal stresses to which 
the viscera and their supporting 
structures are subjected are not 
to be minimized, Forward droop- 
ing of the head puts a strain on 
the ligament of the neck and may 
cause an aching in the neck. Re- 
stricted expansion of the chest re- 
‘sults in lowered lung and circula- 
tory efficiency, Abnormal lower- 
ing of the ‘internal abdominal 
organs exerts an unfavorable ef- 
fect on digestion and bowel elim- 
ination. The unnatural lines of 
weight bearing together with weak 
muscular support exert abnormal 
strain on the hips, the knees and 
arches of the feet with resultant 
troublesome aches. Fatigue as a 
result of muscular and ligamen- 
tous strain with a variable degree 
of displacement of the internal 
organs is another result of faulty 
posture. This same condition may 
.lead to loss of weight and a gen- 
‘eral feeling of lassitude. 

Thus it is apparent that faulty 
posture is to be condemned and 
corrected as soon as possible, The 
correction is very gratifying if 
conscientious appreciation of the 
principles of body miechanics is 
practiced, Orthopedic surgeons 
are excellently fitted for this type 
of work and should be consulted 
A thorough study of the patient’s 
general physical condition is nec- 
essary before ascribing a patient's 
complaint to posture alone.

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 

HIS is being written on Sun- 
T day, and I think that on this 

day, above all others, most of 

; think of what we can do to 
bring the people of our nation to 
an understanding that peace, de- 
mocracy and real unity among the 
peoples of the world depend on 
our willingness to accept the fact 
that all of us, regardless of race 
or:creed or color, belong to one 
human family. 

Some of us may feel that we 
have developed: beyond others, due 
to circumstances of birth or 
native ability, This is not incom- 
patible with a belief that we must 
have equality of opportunity 
throughout the world, and that 
when people achieve a high level 
of success they must be given rec- 
ognition for that success? regard- 
less of their background, racial 
origin or religion. 

In this recent controversy cen- 
tering, again, around the grant- 
ing of the use of the hall owned 
in the District of Columbia by 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution for a concert by the 
gifted pianist, Mrs. Hazel Scott 
Powell, I do not think one can 
hold the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution alone respongible. 
. There is an agreement among all 
theater owners in the District of 
Columbia as to how their theaters 
shall be used. Only the public 
can make the theater owners 
change that agreement. 

It is sad that in our nation’s 
capital, where the eyes of the 
world are upon us, we should al- 
low discrimination which impedes 
the progress and sears the souls 
of human beings whose only fault 
is that God, who made us all, 
gave their skin a darker color. 

One might hope that an organ- 
ization such as the Daughters of 
the American Revolution would 
have the courage to stand alone, 
if need be, and break this agree- 
ment which, though it may be un- 
written, is nevertheless binding. 
They should be very sure of their 
own position and their own back- 
ground, and they must be con- 
scious of their revolutionary an- 
cestry, who came as immigrants 
to this country to escape dis- 
crimination in other lands. 

It would be a rather glorious 
crusade for this organization to 
lead. To advocate human rights 
and insist that those who attain 
the highest artistic standards are 
to be judged as artists, and not 
discriminated against because of 
race or creed or color, would be 
in keeping with our revolutionary 
traditions. They could so easily 
lead, and leaders are sorely needed 
today.

HOUSE FOR ENTRY OF ALIENS 
MARRIED BY SERVICE WOMEN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)~— 
The House passed unanimously 
today legislation permitting wom- 
en soldiers and sailors, who mar- 
ried abroad, to bring to the United 
States their foreign-born 
bands. 

The measure, which now goes 
to the Senate, also would facil- 
itate entry into this country of 
thousands of wives of service men 
who married while serving over- 
seas.

North East South 
ldiamond Pass  i1spade 
lno-trump Pass ? 

The first round of bidding re- 
quires no comment, 

North has something of a choice 
on the second round—whether to 
rebid his diamonds on the 60 part 
score or to try one no-trump. Cer- 
tainly, the latter action, and the 
one chosen by the North player, 
defies criticism. 

When this one no-trump comes 
around to South, however, that 
player is in a grave dilemma. His 
hand is distinctly unsuited to no- 
trump, even at the oné level. If 
North has only two spades, lack- 
ing the ace, the South hand will 
produce only one trick. Thus 
North may have considerable 
honor strength and yet be unable 
to fulfill a contract of one no- 
trump. 

The situation, then, demands 
that South look for better con- 
tract—always considering that 60 
score. Should he bid two spades? 
The actual South player didn't 
think so, The spot cards in spades, 
under the king-queen, were so low 
that South had serious doubts 
about “handling” the suit if, as 
was to be expected, North turned 
up with two small, It is interest- 
ing to observe that this pre-analy- 
sis by South was accurate. Two 
spades could not have been made 
against correct defense, 

Confronted with this problem, 
South decided that two chances 
were better than one. He bid two 
hearts, fully aware that his suit 
was next to worthless, but thus 
giving North the chance to choose, 
Actually, of course, North liked 
hearts, and the contract was ful- 
filled handily.
